The  Allison  Park  Collection 

The  Allison  Park  Collection  is  a long-time  collection  that 
is  ever  changing.  The  collector,  who  wishes  to  remain  anony- 
mous, has  enjoyed  coins  for  many  years  and  developed  his 
various  collections  in  concert  with  developments  in  his  career 
in  academia. 

A professor  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  for  36  years,  our 
client  is  recognized  as  a leading  scholar  in  history  and  the  social 
sciences  with  particular  focus  in  the  field  of  cultural  change 
studies.  He  is  widely  published  and  has  worked  as  an  educator  in 
Latin  America,  Asia,  Europe  and  Africa — travels  which  allowed 
him  to  collect  a fascinating  group  of  cultural  artifacts,  beyond 
coins,  that  reflect  important  aesthetic  values  of  the  communities 
and  cultures  he  came  to  know. 

It  thus  follows  that  his  interest  in  numismatics  is  rather 
different  than  that  of  many  collectors,  as  he  enjoys  coins  not 
first  as  investments,  objects  of  value  or  rarity.  Rather  he  ap- 
preciates coins  from  the  viewpoint  of  a social  scientist,  where 
coins  have  a multifaceted  appeal.  Of  course,  the  aesthetic  value 
is  an  important  aspect,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  coins  here  offered, 
but  the  iconic  nature  of  coins  is  of  greater  significance  to  our 
consignor.  The  designs  have  meaning,  and  the  selection  of  the 
motifs  as  well  as  their  executions  are  very  significant  to  the  part 
that  coins  play  in  society. 

From  the  earliest  civilizations,  people  represented  the  unique 
needs,  values,  and  belief  systems  of  their  societies  though  iconic 
images  of  gods  and  goddesses,  human  figures,  or  animals.  Early 
examples  dealt  with  basic  issues  such  as  fertility  or  hunting 
rituals,  but  the  figures  continued  to  change  over  time  and  as 
political  institutions  developed,  so  did  the  images.  Our  client’s 
first  numismatic  interests  were  with  the  coins  of  the  ancient 
Greeks,  a series  fascinating  for  its  beautiful  designs,  rendered 
with  the  highest  artistic  sensibilities,  reflecting  the  very  roots  of 
Western  Civilization.  However,  the  coins  included  in  this  cata- 
logue are  every  bit  as  much  cultural  artifacts  of  our  own  society. 
The  designs  that  we  have  chosen  for  them  and  the  meaning  of 
these  images  say  much  about  our  culture,  as  does  the  way  we 
use  them  and  trade  them  in  commerce  and  as  collectors.  These 


considerations  have  been  a large  part  of  our  client’s  interest  in 
numismatics,  and  as  an  educator,  he  feels  that  it  is  important 
that  collectors  realize  and  appreciate  their  part  in  preserving 
these  traditions. 

The  Charleston  Collection 

The  Charleston  Collection  of  Liberty^  Head  quarter  eagles 
was  assembled  over  the  course  of  many  years  by  a numismatist 
who  was  both  a consummate  connoisseur  of  quality  and  a de- 
voted student  of  rarity.  A total  of  59  pieces  were  selected  for 
inclusion  in  the  collection,  almost  all  of  which  are  at  or  near  the 
summit  of  available  quality.  Most  of  these  were  coined  in  the 
19th  century;  indeed  more  than  half  of  them  prior  to  1860. 

The  Charleston  Collection  contains  a small  core  of  Un- 
circulated Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  issues  including  the 
1849-D,  1850-C,  and  1850-D  in  MS-61,  MS-63,  and  MS-62 
respectively.  These  pieces  rank  among  the  rarest  of  the  rare  and 
truly  deserve  an  honored  place  in  the  pantheon  of  American 
numismatic  delicacies.  Other  highlights  issued  at  Charlotte 
and  Dahlonega  include  the  1842-C,  1842-D,  1854-D,  and 
1856-D,  all  in  AU-58  condition;  the  1856-1)  is  outstanding, 
and  may  well  turn  out  to  be  the  most  eagerly  sought  piece 
in  the  Charleston  Collection  when  it  crosses  the  auction 
block. 

An  1 848  quarter  eagle  grading  MS-64  ranks  among  the 
most  important  pieces  in  the  collection.  The  issue  is  seldom 
encountered  in  grades  higher  than  AU,  and  is  approximately 
equal  in  rarity  to  the  celebrated  and  much  more  expensive 
1848  CAL.  variety.  Other  Philadelphia  Mint  highlights 
include  an  1865  in  AU-58,  an  1872  in  MS-63  (among  the 
finest  we’ve  seen  or  can  ever  hope  to  see),  an  1 874  in  MS-64, 
and  an  1890  in  MS-66.  Several  late-date  Philadelphia  Mint 
issues  round  out  our  oft'ering  of  the  Charleston  Collection; 
these  were  struck  between  1893  and  1907,  and  none  of  them 
grades  below  MS-66. 

Among  the  Charleston  Collection’s  highlights  struck  at  the 
New  Orleans  and  San  Francisco  mints  is  a splendid  1 852-0  in 
MS-63  and  a desirable  1856-S  in  MS-64. 
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It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  present  the  Charleston  Col- 
lection to  the  nuniisinatic  connnunitv’  and  we’re  confident  in 
our  expectation  that  it  will  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  finest  of- 
fenngs  ot  Liberty’  Head  quarter  eagles  in  recent  times. 

Thl  A.J.  Sherwood  Collection 

Chsin  and  gun  collecting,  fishing,  hunting,  backpacking, 
falconry,  and  reading  were  the  passions  of  A.J.  Sherwood.  His 
interest  in  these  hobbies  began  in  early  child  hood  and  continued 
throughout  his  life. 

A.J.  Sherwood  was  a Stanford  University'  graduate.  Marine 
Corps  pilot,  husband,  father,  brother,  friend,  financial  execu- 
tive, and  wildlife  philanthropist.  As  with  everything  he  was 
interested  in,  Sherwood  read,  studied,  and  learned  about  every 
aspect  of  numismatics.  His  initial  coin  collection  included 
Proof  sets.

It  may  be  useful  to 
remember  that  virtually  every  leading  collection  ever  formed 
was  assembled  at  least  in  part  by  auction  competition,  often 
setting  price  records.  In  their  time,  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr., 
Emery  May  Holden  Norweb,  Hariy'  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  and  others 
carried  coins  away  while  others  were  left  behind,  setting  record 
prices  in  the  process.

For  those  who  pursue 
Voce  Populi  coins  by  variety,  and  their  numbers  are  growing, 
the  chance  to  purchase  this  Breen  /iiiiyc/epediii  plate  coin  is  a 
rare  opportunity  to  find  an  unimprovable  specimen  of  a rare 
and  popular  variety.

From  Dorchester  Heights  to  the  Battle  of  Trenton  at  Christmas  1776, 
the  book  follows  Washington’s  army  through  the  major  theatres  of 
war,  including  the  New  York/New  Jersey  area  which  served  as  both 
the  major  theatre  of  late  summer  and  fall  1776  as  well  as  the  probable 
origin  of  Continental  dollars  such  as  this.

but  not  seriously  so.  A few  very  minor  planchet  striations  are 
present,  including  one  between  GI  of  FUGIO  and  one  nearly 
parallel  with  UNITED  on  the  reverse.  The  overall  preservation 
is  excellent,  with  just  a single  tiny  rim  nick  above  the  second 
7 ot  the  date  and  no  major  marks.  In  terms  of  sharpness,  this 
piece  is  easily  the  equal  of  the  Norweb  coin,  finest  known  by 
acclamation,  or  perhaps  even  sharper:  the  Norweb  piece  shows 
no  detail  in  the  sun  face  due  to  die  bulging,  whereas  this  piece  is 
sharp  in  that  area;  the  amount  of  sundial  sharpness  is  comparable, 
as  are  other  regions.  This  piece  should  be  called  tied  for  finest 
known  until  side  by  side  comparison  is  possible,  a comparison 
that  may  indeed  indicate  that  this  piece  is  the  best  extant  from 
this  highly  elusive  die  pair. 

The  reason  for  the  rarity  of  this  die  marriage  is  obvious.  In  its 
unique  use,  reverse  I became  badly  damaged  through  clashing. 
The  Norweb  coin  is  in  a later  state,  with  an  internal  break  just 
right  of  6:00  on  the  reverse  and  heavy  sinking  of  the  die  face 
thereafter.  On  this  piece,  the  break  has  just  begun,  merging  the 
base  of  the  ringjust  right  of  6:00  with  the  nearby  denticles.  The 
obverse  appears  to  be  in  the  same  state  as  the  Norweb  coin,  and 
the  clash  marks  appear  unchanged  between  these  two  distinct 
die  states.  Simply,  this  coin  was  struck  soon  after  the  dies  clashed 
and  started  to  break  up,  while  the  Norweb  coin  was  struck 
after  the  damage  to  the  dies  had  progressed  further,  probably 
worsening  with  each  successive  strike  instead  of  “punctuational 
change”  by  another  occasion  of  cataclysmic  damage,  like  an 
additional  clash,  ot  which  there  is  no  apparent  evidence. 

When  Kessler’s  work  on  Fugio  cents  was  written,  this  die 
variety  was  unique,  discovered  in  1961;  that  discovery  coin  is 
the  Norweb  coin.  The  late  Rob  Retz’s  state  of  the  art  work  on 
Fugios,  not  yet  published,  indicated  five  known  specimens.  Of 
these,  nearly  all  are  very  low  grade,  each  of  which  is  impounded 
in  long-term  collections,  including  cabinets  owned  by  those 
who  have  youth  and  interest  on  their  side.  Ford  did  not  own 
a specimen,  and  thus  completely  lacked  the  I reverse.  Kessler 
also  lacked  this  variety,  and  it  was  unknown  to  Newman.  This 
is  a landmark  opportunity  for  Fugio  cent  specialists  to  acquire 
an  incomparable  specimen  of  a great  rarity,  one  that  has  not 
been  offered  at  public  auction  to  our  knowledge  since  the  1988 
Norweb  sale.  We  are  delighted  to  offer  this  piece  to  those  who 
pursue  this  fascinating  and  growing  specialty.

We  were  favored  with  a nice,  well-formed  collection  of  half  cent  va- 
rieties for  our  current  sale  which,  added  to  other  consignments,  produces 
a particularly  strong  offering  of  the  denomination.  Including  nearly  every 
date  in  the  circulation  series,  we  begin  with  a nice  collectible  1793,  more 
than  our  share  of  nice  1794  half  cents  (Cohen  1,  2,  4,  and  9),  and  round 
out  the  ISth-century  offerings  with  scarce  varieties  and  even  a 1797  C-1 
from  Koger  Cohen’s  owm  collection.  A particularly  nice  1808/7  and  two 
lovely  1811  half  cents  will  draw  attention,  and  some  of  the  nice  coins  in 
multiple-coin  lots  should  not  be  overlooked.  As  always,  our  grading  on 
half  cents  tends  to  be  on  the  conservative  side. 

All  Uncertified  half  cents  and  large  cents  are  graded  in  ac- 
cordance with  “EAC”  style  net  grading  standards,  often  more 
conservative  than  so-called  “market  grading.”

The  obverse  shows  abundant  mint 
color,  evenly  mellowed  with  red  undertones  and  steel  brown 
surfaces  rather  than  a mottling  of  red  and  brown.  The  reverse 
retains  nearly  full  mint  color,  barely  mellowed  to  a deep  violet 
brown  in  areas  but  still  bright  and  impressive.  The  lustre  on  both 
sides  remains  complete,  with  as  much  cartwheel  as  ever  seen  on 
this  type.  The  fields  are  essentially  pristine — thus  the  assigned 
grade — as  no  marks  of  significance  are  met  with,  even  under  a 
glass.

While  not  rare  in  Mint  State  grades,  the  Newcomb-4  is 
rarely  found  in  grades  as  superb  as  this;  the  same  could  be  said 
for  the  date  as  a whole.  The  Rasmussen  coin,  earlier  from  Hines 
and  Sheldon  and  sold  by  Starr  as  a duplicate  after  his  acquisi- 
tion of  this  piece  in  1945,  was  called  a “top  ten”  coin  for  the 
die  pair  but,  as  a NGC  MS-64  BN,  is  easily  surpassed  by  this 
specimen — it  is  no  wonder  Starr  kept  this  one.  Importantly, 
only  one  other  1837  cent  has  been  assigned  this  lofty  grade  by 
NGC  with  none  finer.  Perhaps  still  more  importantly,  when 
Bill  Noyes  was  pressed  to  name  four  superb  specimens  of  this 
variety  in  his  1991  book,  this  was  one  of  the  four  he  chose — and 
the  only  one  he  had  not  yet  photographed  by  that  time.  One 
of  the  others  is  the  ANS  coin.  For  an  advanced  type  collector, 
we  can  imagine  no  more  impressive  cent  of  this  short  lived 


transitional  design.  This  was  the  best  specimen  encountered 
by  two  of  the  most  famed  large  cent  collectors  of  all  time;  their 
connoisseurship  should  tell  prospective  bidders  more  about  this 
coin  than  we  could  ever  hope  to.

Acquired  intact  by  Starr  in  1945,  the  Howard  R.  Newcomb  col- 
lection of  late  date  cents  (1816-1857)  served  as  the  foundation  for 
his  still-standard  work  on  cents  of  that  era  and  lias  perhaps  only  been 
surpassed  in  terms  of  condition  by  Starr’s  set,  which  carefully  upgraded 
some  varieties.

In  the  Starr  sale  it  was 
described  as  “almost  full  blazing  red...  very  beautiful.”

A splendid  gem  Mint  State-66  1796  dime  would  be  a memorable 
beginning  to  any  offering  of  U.S.  dimes,  and  one  such  specimen  makes 
its  auction  appearance  here!  Not  to  be  outdone  is  another  1796  dime,  this 
“just”  Net  F-15  for  grade  and  quality,  but  boy-oh-boy,  what  a rarity.  This 
one  is  from  the  earliest  state  of  the  obverse  die  without  the  usually  seen  cud 
at  the  first  star  and  is  important  as  such.  Also,  read  John  Kraljevich’s  treatise 
under  this  lot  for  a bit  of  numismatic  enlightenment.  Dimes  of  1797, 1798, 
1802,  1803,  1804,  and  1807  all  follow  in  quick  order,  each  as  lovely  as  the 
next,  each  in  high  grade,  and  each  important  in  its  own  right. 

Liberty  Seated  dimes  present  a veritable  smorgasbord  of  classic  issues  in 
impressive  grades,  led  by  a Proof-63  1837  No  Stars  and  the  1843  Proof-64 
from  thejohnjay  Pittman  Collection.  Many  more  classic  dates  and  rarities 
in  superb  grades  are  offered,  but  why  should  we  take  the  fun  out  of  it? 
Go  ahead  and  read  the  descriptions  and  see  for  yourselfjust  how  nice  the 
selection  truly  is.  Gem  Proof  and  Mint  State  Barber  dimes  follow,  and 
among  them  can  be  found  an  EF-45  example  of  the  most  classic  date  in 
the  series — not  counting  the  extremely  rare  1894-S  rarity,  of  course — the 
1895-0  rarity,  hard  to  find  in  any  grade,  and  a true  challenge  at  EF  as  here. 
Mercury  dimes  are  here  as  well  with  a nice  1916-D  in  MS-64  FB  grade  a 
highlight  among  them.

gem  example  of  the  first  U.S  dime,  a coin  of  unforgettable 
quality.  Impressively  reflective  brilliant  silver  gray  surfaces  show 
light  golden  toning  around  the  obverse  periphery,  while  more  of 
the  reverse  is  covered  with  the  same  lovely  shade.  Satiny  lustre 
covers  both  sides,  rich  with  cartwheel  and  flash.  The  devices 
are  frosted  and  well-detailed,  boldly  though  not  fully  struck, 
with  just  the  most  minor  hints  of  weakness  at  the  center  of  the 
obverse,  within  a few  millimeters  of  the  centering  dot.  The 
reverse  is  also  sharply  detailed,  with  some  forgivable  bluntness 
of  strike  in  an  area  of  the  eagle’s  breast  and  legs.  The  surfaces 
are  nearly  pristine;  a long  hard  look  with  a glass  fails  to  reveal  a 
single  easily  identified  contact  point,  and  the  same  search  reveals 
only  a few  casual  hairlines.  The  die  state  is  interesting,  showing 
advanced  clash  marks  and  all  the  light  cracks  noted  in  the  JR 
book,  including  the  long  arc  along  the  front  ofLiberty’s  profile. 
In  terms  of  overall  appearance,  we  would  rank  this  among  the 
very  finest  1796  dimes  that  exist. 

While  1796  Mint  State  dimes  are  not  the  rarest  stars  in  the 
numismatic  firmament — a number  seem  to  have  survived  in 
high  grade,  perhaps  saved  as  first  of  the  species — they  are  very 
rare  this  nice,  incorporating  all  the  desirability  of  nice  condition, 
toning,  strike,  and  high  numerical  grade.  PCGS  has  only  once 
certified  a finer  specimen,  and  we  have  a sneaking  suspicion 
that  the  six  grading  events  at  this  level  do  not  represent  as  many 
different  coins.  The  finest  1796  dime  is  thejimmy  Flayes-John 
Whitney  coin,  a crisp  prooflike  early  die  state.  We  doubt  that 
a Condition  Census  could  be  populated  with  five  additional 
specimens  finer  than  this  one.

striated  planchet  and  some  light  scratches.  A highly  important 
specimen  of  the  first  American  dime,  from  an  e.xtremely  rare 
unbroken  state  of  the  obverse  die  and  thus  one  of  the  earliest 
specimens  of  this  denomination  ever  struck.  Light  silver  gray 
centers  yield  to  deeper  gray  peripheral  toning,  a bit  darker 
on  reverse  than  obverse.  Some  planchet  granularity  and  light 
striations  may  be  seen,  with  some  peripheral  roughness  from 
apparent  environmental  damage,  but  the  overall  appeal  still 
remains  positive,  especially  to  the  naked  eye.  Light  hairline 
scratches  here  and  there  are  noted  only  for  accuracy.  The  strike 
is  bold  and  well-defined,  and  the  edge  device  is  also  extremely 
well  rendered. 

This  coin’s  physical  ciuality  pales  in  importance  to  its  his- 
tory— it  is  among  the  very  first  1796  dimes  ever  struck.  The 
JK-1  varietN'  is  generally  conceived  as  the  first  variety  struck, 
and  nearly  all  known  specimens  show  a large  cud  at  star  1 (see 
the  previous  lot).  This  coin  shows  absolutely  no  trace  of  the 
cud,  just  a faint  and  very  short  die  crack  in  the  area  that  extends 
from  a denticle  towards  one  of  the  lower  points  of  star  1.  The 
only  other  coin  we  have  seen  offered  publicly  in  this  die  state  is 
the  magnificent  jimmy  Hayes- Whitney  coin,  the  finest  known 
of  the  variety,  which  at  the  time  it  was  sold  in  1999  was  called 
“one  of  the  first  three  dimes  struck  by  the  Mint.”  The  descrip- 
tion further  noted  that  the  cud  (absent  on  that  coin,  as  this)  is 
“seen  on  every  other  specimen  known  of  JR-l.”  Though  that 
com  was  in  fantastic  condition,  it  is  an  excellent  indication  of  a 
numismatic  fallacy:  that  a beautiful  specimen  of  an  exceptionally 
early  die  state  must  be  the  first  of  something  struck.  Indeed,  with 
this  dime  being  in  the  exact  same  die  state,  it  too  could  be  the 
first  struck!  Of  course,  it  has  endured  more  stress  during  its  life, 
but  the  point  remains  that  this  piece  pre-dates  nearly  every’  1796 
dime  III  existence  and  its  condition  alone  should  not  predicate 
w hen  it  was  struck.  This  early  die  state  is  apparently  Rarity’-8, 
le.iving  this  as  a very  important  opportunity  for  specialists  in 
the  first  issues  of  the  U.S.  Mint. 

The  idea  that  superb  specimens  must  be  “first  strikes”  is  a fine 
example  of  the  so-called  Fallacy  of  Coincidental  Correlation:  post  hoc 
— • ' r-r,iphr  hoc.  or.  "alter  this,  therefore  because  ot  this.”  The  preserva-

known  example  of  the  Overton- 115  die  pair.  Attractive  brilliant 
silver  gray  with  abundant  satiny  lustre  remaining,  particularly 


strong  around  devices  and  within  protected  areas.  As  noted  in  pre- 
vious catalogue  descriptions  of  this  coin,  it  is  difficult  to  detect  any 
trace  of  wear  whatsoever  on  this  coin,  and  it  is  probably  technically 
Mint  State — it  has  been  described  as  MS-60  by  knowledgeable 
cataloguers  in  the  past  and  has  recently  been  in  an  AU-58  (NGC) 
holder.  An  abundance  of  adjustment  marks,  which  are  common 
on  this  variety  in  all  grades,  criss-cross  the  obverse,  with  one  patch 
behind  Liberty’s  head  and  another  ranging  mostly  horizontally 
across  the  central  obverse  device.  The  reverse  is  free  of  these  but 
shows  some  softness  of  strike  at  center  as  a result  of  the  concav- 
ity of  the  obverse.  The  peripheral  strike  is  bold,  the  surfaces  are 
free  from  post-striking  defects,  and  if  adjustment  marks  did  not 
affect  the  grade  (they’re  not  supposed  to,  but  in  “market  grading” 
they  are  apparently  considered)  this  would  be  a Mint  State  coin. 
Regardless,  the  most  important  number  related  to  this  coin  is  an 
ordinal  one:  first.  It  appears  to  be  the  finest  known  specimen,  finer 
than  the  EF-40  called  finest  by  Overton  and  far  and  away  the  best 
seen  in  Herrman’s  census.  A challenging  coin,  a piece  that  tells 
a story  of  the  first  U.S.  Mint  and  deserves  a spot  in  a cabinet  of 
half  dollars  as  advanced  as  that  formed  byjames  D.  Brilliant,  who 
owned  this  com  and  considered  it  finest  known. 

The  Charles  Everson  collection  of  half  dollars,  assembled  in  the  mid- 
1930s  by  cherrypicking  from  Tom  Elder  and  Wayte  Raymond  sales  m 
addition  to  the  stocks  of  dealers  like  Henry  Chapman,  B.  Max  Mehl,  and 
Horace  Grant,  remained  off  the  market  until  1988.  It  included  specimens 
dating  from  1794  all  the  way  to  “modern”  coins  of  his  era — gem  Walking 
Liberty  half  dollars  purchased  directly  from  the  Mint.

specimen  of  America’s  most  desirable  type  coin,  one  of  the  very 
finest  of  the  entire  design  and  tied  for  second  finest  known  of 
this  15  Stars  issue.  The  obverse  is  fully  reflective,  with  even 
golden  gunmetal-gray  surfaces  showing  just  a bit  of  rose  and 
blue  toning  atop  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse,  the  surfaces 
show  a more  satiny  appeal,  slightly  reflective,  with  pale  silver 
gray  surfaces  showing  deepening  gray  toning  and  pastel  blue 
highlights  below  center.  The  total  visual  impact  is  superb.  The 
strike  is  bold  and  impressive,  with  breast  feathers  present  if  not 
chisel-sharp,  and  very  crisp  denticles  that  show  a bit  of  faint 
doubling  in  areas,  particularly  the  left  side  of  the  reverse  and 
base  ot  the  obverse.  The  detail  on  the  eagle’s  head,  eye,  and 
tongue  is  definitive.  Unfortunately  for  those  who  would  try  to 
establish  earlier  provenance  by  plate-matching  flaws,  there  are 
none  but  the  most  minor  signs  of  handling  on  this  piece — no 
serious  nicks,  scratches,  planchet  flaws,  or  other  issues.  It  is 
essentially  a pristine  coin. 

We  last  offered  a Mint  State  example  of  this  variety  in  our 
Frog  Run  Farm  Collection  sale  of  November  2004,  where  the 
MS-62  (NGC)  Norweb  coin,  earlier  from  the  Newcomer  and 
Green  Collections,  realized  $201,250.  That  piece  did  not  boast 
the  superb  strike  of  this  one  (instead  showing  significant  weak- 
ness in  Liberty’s  hair),  and  had  “a  smattering  of  light  abrasions” 
that  accounted  for  the  MS-62  grade.  The  only  1796  15  Stars  half 
dollar  that  is  definitively  finer  than  tliis  one  is  the  Spccimen-65 


Allenburger-Judd-Whitney  coin.  Though  others  may  ostensibly 
be  tied  for  the  honor,  we  feel  more  than  comfortable  calling 
this  second  finest  known  of  the  variety  and  one  of  the  finest 
specimens  known  of  the  date  or  of  this  famed  two-year  type. 

Fewer  than  4,000  Small  Eagle  half  dollars  were  struck  in 
1796  and  1797  combined.  Fewer  than  5%  survive,  the  vast 
majority  of  which  have  undergone  substantial  wear  or  damage 
over  the  years.  This  piece  compares  favorably  with  some  of 
the  very  best  ones,  and  it  is  not  far  removed  from  the  world 
record-holding  half  dollar,  the  famed  MS-66  Koshkarian  1797 
half  dollar  that  brought  $966,000  in  our  sale  of  the  Koshkarian 
type  set.  A coin  such  as  this  belongs  in  a world-class  cabinet, 
indeed,  any  collection  which  contained  this  coin  would  have 
to  be  counted  as  world-class,  even  with  no  other  halt  dollars 
in  it!  The  silver  highlight  of  the  present  sale,  and  a coin  whose 
desirability  is  nearly  unrivaled.

Earlier  this  year,  we 
described  this  piece  as: 

“On  this  coin,  the  obverse  periphery  shows  perfect  con- 
centric circles  of  pale  green-gold  and  blue,  around  a silver  gray 
center  that  shows  pleasing  light  overtones.  The  reverse  exhibits 
areas  ot  very  pretry  golden  toning  over  light  silver  gray.  In  terms 
of  sharpness,  it  is  nearly  identical  to  the  preceding,  with  a bit 
more  detail  in  some  areas  and  a bit  more  wear  in  others,  but 
more  detail  than  is  present  on  all  but  a tiny  fraction  of  surviv- 
ing specimens  of  this  type.  The  fields  show  some  scattered  tiny 
marks,  none  especially  serious,  with  a thin  old  scratch  from 
Liberty’s  bosom  to  star  13  and  a short  nick  between  stars  14  and 
15.  Some  mint-made  adjustment  marks  blend  m at  the  lower 
right  portion  of  the  wreath,  certainly  not  a serious  distraction. 
The  overall  visual  appeal  is  excellent,  enhanced  by  the  lovely 
toning  and  resting  on  a bedrock  foundation  of  sufserb  detail.”

The  purchase  of  a coin  as  nice  as  this 
can  lilt  the  level  of  an  entire  collection  and  would  undoubtedly 
become  a highlight  in  any  cabinet.

The  Pittman  catalogue  offers  a wealth  of  information  as  gathered 
by  Davdd  Akers,  including  a list  of  six  known  Proofs  of  the 
date,  a list  that  may  have  contained  some  duplication.  Indeed, 
Akers  noted:  “No.  5 on  the  list  needs  to  be  examined  again  to 
see  if  it  is  a legitimate  Proof”  (Further  notations  by  Akers  can 
be  seen  below.)  Not  surprisingly,  the  present  gem  Proof  1841 
half  dollar  is  the  finest  Proof  of  the  date  certified  by  NGC,  a 
specimen  that  stands  alone  at  the  Proof-65  level  in  that  firm’s 
Census,  with  no  finer  specimen  listed  therein.  With  one  speci- 
men impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  and  another  specimen’s 
Proof  status  in  doubt,  the  importance  of  this  opportunity  is 
difficult  to  exaggerate.  This  great  rarity  would  be  a highlight 
in  any  collection  of  early  Proofs  or  rare  Seated  material.

In  the  catalogue  for  the  John  Jay  Pittman  Collection,  numisma- 
tists David  Akers  wrote:  “All  of  these  silver  Proof  coins  of  1841  are 
extremely  rare,  among  the  rarest  of  the  decade.  The  dime  and  quarter 
ot  this  year  are  especially  rare  with  only  two  or  three  examples  known 
of  each  issue.  A few  more  exist  of  the  half  dollar,  however,  although  I 
do  not  beheve  any  more  were  actually  struck  since  it  is  my  opinion  that 
all  of  the  silver  coins  (except  possibly  the  dollar)  were  minted  solely  for 
inclusion  in  the  Proof  sets  of  the  year.  Only  the  half  cent,  large  cent, 
and  perhaps  the  silver  dollar  were  struck  in  additional  quantities  since 
there  would  have  been  no  reason  to  strike  more  specimens  of  the  other 
denominations  because  there  was  no  demand  for  them.  What  little 
interest  there  was  in  those  denominations  was  satisfied  by  complete 
Proof  sets  that  were  issued.”

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SILVER  DOLLARS  ~ 

Our  offering  of  early  silver  dollars,  commencing  with  Lot  515,  is  re- 
markable for  its  quality.  Within  a relatively  short  listing  of  different  coins 
there  are  many  pieces  that  are  truly  notable,  highlighted  by  Lot  530,  an 
“old  triend”  we  had  the  pleasure  of  cataloguing  for  the  Garrett  Collection 
a generation  ago.  Beyond  that,  the  introductory  coin,  a 1795  BB-18  with 
silver  plug,  is  a reprise  from  our  recent  Drew  St.John  Collection.  Certainly 
this  is  one  of  the  most  fascinating  issues  of  its  era.  One  of  two  lots,  519 
and  520,  each  a BB-51,  represents  the  first  use  of  the  Draped  Bust  motif 
in  American  coinage,  a design  that  was  later  extended  to  include  all  silver 
and  copper  issues.  While  the  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty  has  been  widely  at- 
tributed to  a prominent  Philadelphia  socialite,  some  recent  research,  still 
in  progress,  proves  that  the  attribution  is  wrong,  the  details  of  which  will 
be  published  when  we  get  them  all  together.  Then  follows  Lot  521,  the 
other  of  two  obverse  dies  of  this  year  with  the  Draped  Bust  motif  Other 
early  dollars  are  important  as  to  variety,  or  high  grade,  or  simply  for  use 
in  a type  set.  Many  opportunities  beckon.

The  C.L.  Lee  Sale 
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While  most  of  our  offerings  are  glittering  Proofs,  the  present  sale  includes 
two  examples  (under  Lots  536  and  537)  that  each  show  circulation  and, 
therefore,  have  the  potential  ofbeing  highly  affordable.  Most  of  the  silver 
dollars  of  this  date  were  placed  into  circulation  at  face  value.  However, 
by  the  late  1850s  their  numismatic  desirability  was  recognized  by  bank- 
ers, bullion  brokers,  and  the  like,  and  quite  a few  were  saved,  perhaps 
accounting  for  the  two  that  we  offer.  While  for  many  years  this  Gobrecht 
dollar  was  considered  to  be  a pattern,  today  it  is  firmly  ensconced  as  a 
regular  issue.  Accordingly,  it  is  essential  for  the  completion  of  a type  set, 
contributing  to  the  already  strong  demand  for  it. 

Among  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollars,  the  specialist  will  have  a pleas- 
ant excursion  through  the  pages  offering  such  things  as  a Proof  1856,  a 
truly  memorable  Mint  State  1857,  and  an  1859-S  in  a grade  not  often 
encountered:  Mint  State.  Liberty  Seated  dollars  of  the  1860s  are  presented 
in  circulation  strike  (rarer)  and  Proof  format,  all  desirable  because  of  their 
overall  rarity  for  the  individual  dates.  During  this  era,  no  Liberty  Seated 
silver  dollars  circulated  anywhere,  and  nearly  all  were  shipped  to  Canton 
in  China,  where  they  were  soon  melted.  Coins  of  this  design  are  rounded 
out  by  not  one,  but  two  examples  of  the  rare  1871-CC.

A highly  appealing  specimen, 
good  surface  quality  with  only  minor  marks,  dull  nick  in  middle 
of  right  obverse  field,  diagonal  planchet  streak  behind  head, 
mint-made  lamination  below  right  ribbon  end  on  reverse.  Very 
well  detailed,  as  expected  for  the  grade.  PCGS  has  certified  only 
a half  dozen  1795  dollars  with  the  silver  plug  in  higher  grades, 
and  only  one  was  called  Mint  State.  Silver  plugs  are  known  in 
three  1795  half  dollars,  a single  1794  silver  dollar  (the  Carter 
coin),  and  perhaps  a few  dozen  1795  dollars — this  despite  the 
fact  that  the  practice  was  barely  known  a few  decades  ago.  Mint 


personnel  apparently  inserted  a silver  plug  into  the  center  of 
underweight  planchets  to  save  the  effort  of  melting  the  blanks 
and  beginning  the  process  completely  anew.  Of  course,  if  the 
process  proved  to  be  practical  it  would  have  continued,  but  it 
appears  to  have  ended  in  1795.  Dollars  with  the  silver  plug  are 
avidly  sought  after  by  specialists,  and  few  extant  specimens  are 
as  nice  as  that  presently  offered.

Interestingly,  it  was  on  a specimen  of  this  variety  that  Walter  Breen 
first  noted  the  silver  plug  phenomenon.  While  cataloguing  the  AU

defect  at  centre  of  obverse."  According  to  a letter  to  Dave  Bowers,  he 
“dared  not  use  the  word  ‘plug'  or  'plugged'  in  the  description  lest  it 
frighten  offbuyers!”

The  color  of  this  piece 
has  naturally  matured  since  the  Garrett  sale  25  years  ago,  show- 
ing some  additional  light  toning  added  to  an  extremely  attractive 
and  original  palette.  To  quote  from  the  Garrett  description,  “the 
strike  is  very  nearly  perfect.  There  are  no  adjustment  marks, 
nor,  in  fact,  any  marks  to  mar  the  beauty  of  this  piece.”  Just 
a few  faint  lines  are  seen  on  the  surfaces,  with  no  substantial 
post-striking  flaws.  The  strike,  as  noted,  is  as  bold  as  can  be  and 
shows  full  detail  in  hair,  drapery,  and  other  areas. 

A Condition  Census  specimen  of  the  variety — and  perhaps 
among  the  finest  known  of  this  entire  date — as  the  Bowers 
Encyclopedia  singles  out  only  four  appearances  of  Mint  State 
;oin'.  that  could  potentially  match  this  one.  In  the  experience 


of  NGC,  perhaps  a more  important  consideration  than  the 
nebulous  grading  standards  of  auctions  of  raw  coins  over  the 
past  half  century,  only  a single  piece  has  ever  been  graded  finer 
for  this  date.  PCGS  has  never  graded  an  1800  dollar  finer  than 
MS-64.  The  Cardinal  Collection  included  two  1800  dollars 
called  MS-64  by  PCGS,  the  better  of  which  (a  BB-190  ex. 
Carter- Flannagan)  brought  $115,000.  The  Cardinal  specimen 
of  this  die  variety  was  an  AU-58  (NGC),  and  the  Flannagan 
coin  was  AU-58  (PCGS).  With  all  of  the  superb  early  dollars 
that  have  been  on  the  market  in  recent  times,  it  is  nice  to  know 
that  this  piece  may  be  utterly  unsurpassable,  boasting  a pedigree 
to  one  of  the  world’s  great  collections  and  exhibiting  as  high  a 
state  of  preservation  as  could  be  hoped  for.

The  present  coin  will  be  a fine  acquisition  for 
someone  seeking  a relatively  sharp  example  of  this  prized  rarity, 
but  at  a lower  price  than  what  otherwise  might  be  the  case.

MORGAN  SILVER  DOLLARS 

Morgan  silver  dollars  are  one  of  the  most  fascinating  series  in  American 
numismatics.  With  millions  of  coins  available  for  consideration,  including  in 
Mint  State,  and  with  very  reasonable  market  prices,  pieces  of  this  design  have 
been  a magnet  to  just  about  anyone  interested  in  the  hobby.  Remarkably, 
Treasury  hoards  have  made  available  such  low  mintage  issues  as  Carson  City 
dollars  of  the  1880s.  Absent  such  hoards,  one  can  imagine  that  they  would  be 
worth  perhaps  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  each  in  gem  preservation! 

However,  Morgan  dollars  are  not  at  all  simple.  While  more  than  half  of 
the  nearly  100  basic  varieties  can  be  obtained  in  choice  and  gem  Mint  State 
grades  at  prices  ranging  from  less  than  $100  to  just  a few  hundred  dollars,  a 
number  of  scarce  and  rare  dates  present  challenges.  Accordingly,  assembling 
a nice  set  takes  time,  patience,  and  connoisseurship. 

The  following  pages  offer  Morgan  silver  dollars  for  just  about  any  numis- 
matic appetite — groups  and  quantities  for  those  who  would  like  to  acquire 
many  pieces  with  a single  bid,  individual  Mint  State  and  mirrorlike  coins  of 
beauty  and  importance,  and  a number  of  rare  dates  and  mintmarks.

However,  they  received  very  little  political  recognition  in 
the  187()s,  as  production  ot  trade  dollars  was  erratic — depending  upon 
how  much  silver  bullion  was  deposited  at  the  various  mints  in  request 
tor  the  trade  dollar  coins.  The  “Silver  Question”  was  the  burning  issue 
ot  the  day,  and  the  Bland- Allison  Act  of  February  28,  1878,  eliminated 
the  trade  dollar  and  replaced  it  with  what  we  now  caO  the  Morgan  silver 
dollar.  The  trade  dollar  became  historv'  in  1878,  after  which  the  production 
was  limited  to  small  numbers  of  Proofs  made  for  collectors.  Dave  Bowers’ 
1993  study,  the  two-volume  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of  the  United 
States:  A Complete  Encyclopedia,  presented  extensive  documentation  on  this 
senes,  and  in  time,  as  thousands  of  sets  were  sold,  interest  in  trade  dollars 
awakened  and  became  dynamic.  This  was  also  fueled  by  the  positioning 
ot  trade  dollars  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  between  Liberty 
Seated  silver  dollars  and  before  Morgan  dollars.  Earlier,  trade  dollars  had 
been  listed  as  a separate  section  and  as  a separate  denomination  (which  we 
still  consider  to  be  the  proper  thing  to  do).  Now,  people  who  collected 
regular  silver  dollars  also  W'anted  trade  dollars.  Today  in  2005  trade  dollars 
are  very  popular.

SILVER  COINS 

Perhaps  more  than  any  other  widely  collected  series  in  American 
numismatics,  commemoratives  offer  the  greatest  number  of  fascinating 
designs  and  varieties.  Each  coin  has  its  own  story,  sometimes  incredible 
or  unbelievable,  other  times  fascinating,  but  always  interesting.  A great 
attraction  is  that  commemoratives  are  very  affordable.  A basic  set  of  the 
forty-eight  half  dollar  design  types  of  the  Classic  Era,  1892  through  1954, 
plus  the  Isabella  quarter  dollar  and  the  Lafayette  silver  dollar,  can  be  ob- 
tained for  less  than  $10,000,  this  being  for  attractive  coins  selected  one 
by  one — never  mind  that  the  grades  will  not  be,  say,  MS-65  or  higher. 
However,  even  wdthin  the  gem  category,  commemoratives  still  offer  a lot 
of  value  for  the  money.  Remarkably,  nearly  all  of  them  sell  for  much  less 
now  in  2005  than  they  did  fifteen  years  ago  at  the  height  of  the  coin  market 
in  1990!  In  fact,  in  comparison  they  seem  to  be  incredible  bargains. 

Beyond  the  basic  types,  a collection  of  142  different  dates,  mintmarks, 
and  varieties  of  Classic  Era  half  dollars  can  be  formed,  with  such  low- 
mintage  issues  as  the  1938  Texas  and  Boone  sets  and  the  1939  Arkansas 
set  being  incredibly  inexpensive,  in  our  opinion. 

Commemoratives  also  offer  ample  opportunity  for  connoisseurs  and 
anyone  else  who  wishes  to  delve  into  what  they  are  really  like.  Grading 
interpretations  vary  all  over  the  place,  particularly  when  it  comes  to  certain 
issues  that  are  in  shallow  relief — in  the  forefront  in  this  regard  being  the 
1923-S  Monroe  and  the  1926  Sesquicentennial.  With  a bit  of  study,  it 
w'ill  quickly  be  learned  that  certain  varieties  such  as  the  rare  1922  Grant 
With  Star  are  hardly  ever  seen  in  a combination  of  gem  (MS-65  or  finer) 
grade  plus  superb  eye  appeal,  while  other  issues  such  as  the  1936  Elgin 
and  1936  York  are  nearly  always  found  that  way. 

In  any  event,  commemoratives  can  present  a challenge  it  studied 
carefully!

Texas,  dealer  B.  Max  Mehl  wrote  a monograph 
on  commemorative  coins,  giving  his  gratuitous  opinions  as  to  wliat  he 
thought  of  e,ich.  Among  all  issues  from  d.iy  one  (1892)  up  to  the  time 
of  his  writing,  the  1923-S  California  was  deemed  his  verv  f.ivonte. 
1 lowever,  he  did  make  the  comnieiit  that  although  he  had  visited 
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C dlitoniu  he  had  never  actually  seen  a grizzly  bear.  We  suppose  the 
vaine  could  be  said  for  most  \dsitors. 

The  bear  has  a long  tradition  in  California,  and  an  early  banner 
for  what  eventually  became  the  state  flag  was  inscribed  as  the  Bear 
Flag  Republic.  The  later  bear  on  the  1936  t^akland-Bay  Bridge  com- 
memorative halt  dollar  does  not  seem  to  be  as  nicely  done  as  on  this 
1925  version,  probably  because  the  latter  was  deliberately  intended  to 
be  modeniistic  in  appearance. 

Not  too  long  ago  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  became 
the  focus  of  attention  when  Dr.  Robert  Chandler,  Curator  of  the 
Wells-Fargo  Museum,  proposed  that  it  be  called  the  Emperor  Norton 
Bridge,  after  an  eccentric  character  of  the  19th  century  who  is  also 
remembered  in  the  annals  of  numismatics.  Now  and  again  Bob  sends 
us  newspaper  clippings  as  to  the  progress  of  the  campaign.  The  whole 
idea  sounds  fine  to  us. 

If  you  look  around  you  can  find  bears  here  and  there  on  other 
numismatic  items.  Check  the  obverse  of  the  San  Diego-Califomia- 
Pacific  E.xposition  half  dollars  of  1 935-S  or  1 936-D  and,  if  you  are  very- 
lucky,  check  the  very  elusive  Civil  War  token  issued  in  Cincinnati  by 
a Mr.  Behr.  We  cannot  depart  the  subject  of  these  ursuline  mammals 
without  saying  that  if  your  vacation  plans  include  New  Hampshire 
in  the  warmer  season,  be  sure  to  stop  by  at  Clark’s  Trading  Post  in 
Lincoln,  where  they  have  a trained  bear  show  three  times  a day  during 
the  months  of  greatest  activity.

Farran 
Zerbe,  Past  President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
and  an  enthusiastic  promoter  and  entrepreneur,  had  charge  of 
the  commemorative  concession  for  the  exposition.  His  hopes 
ran  high,  and  1 ,500  pieces  were  struck  of  each  of  the  octagonal 
and  round  formats  of  the  $50  gold  coin.  Offered  at  $100  each, 
the  octagonal  variety,  as  here,  out  pulled  the  round,  because  of 
its  distinctive  shape,  reminiscent  of  “the  days  of  old,  the  d.iys 
of  gold,  the  days  of ‘49.”  However,  only  645  were  saved  from 
the  melting  pot,  a tiny  figure  in  comparison  to  the  fantastic 
demand  for  such  pieces  today. 

The  designer  ofboth  obverse  and  reverse  was  Robert  Aitken, 
a well-known  sculptor,  whose  statuary  group  at  the  same  exposi- 
tion drew  wide  attention.  The  obverse  features  the  helmeted 


head  ot  Minerva  or  Athena,  the  date  in  Roman  numerals,  and 
an  inscription  around.  The  reverse  shows  an  Athenian  owl, 
perched  on  a pine  branch  with  cones  nearby,  also  with  an  in- 
scription around.  In  the  eight  angles  of  the  obverse  and  reverse 
are  a total  ot  1 6 dolphins,  a feature  not  found  on  the  round  motif, 
and  thereby  constituting  a separate  design  for  this. 

After  the  exposition  closed,  sales  of  the  commemorative 
coins  continued  partway  through  1916,  after  which  the  unsold 
remainder  went  to  the  melting  pot.  The  buildings  of  the  exposi- 
tion, mostly  lightly  constnicted,  although  of  elegant  appearance, 
were  torn  down,  all  but  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  which  .tlso 
happened  to  be  the  place  where  Zerbe  set  up  his  Money  of  the 
World  exhibit  and  concession  for  commemoratives.  Today  it 
can  be  seen  by  the  passerby,  reflective  of  the  elegance  of  one  of 
America’s  greatest  fairs.

PATTERNS 

Pattern  coins  tell  the  story  of  what  might  have  been,  but  wasn’t,  in 
American  coinage — a popular  lead-in  repeated  in  many  publications. 
Indeed,  this  is  true.  However,  other  patterns  such  as  transitional  issues 
were  preludes  to  what  actually  became  regular  issues. 

Somewhat  similar  to  commemoratives  and  a number  of  other  .spe- 
cialties in  American  numismatics,  each  pattern  coin  has  its  own  stors 
to  tell.  View  twenty  patterns  and  you  are  likely  to  see  twenU'  different 
widely  differing  designs,  a selection  of  various  metals,  and  the  work  of 
multiple  engravers.  All  of  this  is  brought  together  in  the  popular  bwk. 
United  States  Pattern  Coins,  by  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd,  with  new  narrative 
by  Q.  David  Bowers  and  with  research  coordinated  by  Saul  Teichman. 
accompanied  by  prices  from  a distinguished  panel.  See  our  note  under 
Lot  966.  Also  essential  to  an  advanced  library  on  the  subject  is  Lhiited 
States  Patterns  and  Related  Issues,  by  Andrew  W.  Polhx  k III.  \v  Inch  gnc' 
in-depth  infoniiation  concerning  nearly  all  vaneties.  Maiiv  ofthe  PolKx  k 
illustrations  were  taken  on  a tnp  to  I )allas,  Fexas,  111  the  compain  ot  Cathv 
Dumont,  photographer,  and  represent  piei  es  .u  quirevl  over  a long  (x  ruxl 
of  time  by  llatTV  W.  Bass.  jr. 


While  in  our  own  generation  there  has  been  an  increased  interest  and 
focus  on  patterns,  still  in  comparison  to  the  regular  federal  series,  they 
are  quite  inexpensive  when  rarity  is  considered.  Quality  is  apt  to  vary, 
and  dramatically,  as  probably  most  patterns  have  been  dipped  or  cleaned 
at  one  time  in  their  career,  and  some  have  been  mishandled  (particularly 
the  copper  and  silver  coins  once  in  the  cabinet  of  King  Faroiik  ofEgypt). 
Accordingly,  some  connoisseurship  is  suggested  when  acquiring  pieces. 
As  a general  rule,  great  rarities  must  be  acquired  as  you  find  them — so 
few  are  around  that  one  cannot  be  “picky.”  However,  for  others  that 
were  produced  in  quantity,  you  can  wait  until  one  with  good  visual  ap- 
peal comes  along.  In  the  following  pages  you  will  find  many  interesting 
opportunities.  Enjoy  each  listing,  and  determine  what  pieces  are  just  right 
for  your  collection.

The  obverse  is  from  a regular  Liberty  Seated  quarter  dollar 
die,  in  this  instance  deeply  basined,  then  finished  by  surface 
grinding,  resulting  in  many  diagonal  striae  (especially  visible 
under  magnification).  The  details  are  exquisitely  sharp,  the  very 
definition  of  the  design.  The  reverse  is  a rather  unusual  eagle, 
typically  attributed  to  Anthony  C.  Paquet,  who  recentlyjoined 
the  mint  staff  as  an  assistant  engraver.  It  too  is  not  Proof,  and 
shows  die  striae.  The  details  are  superb,  and  the  feathers  on  the 
eagle  are  so  exquisitely  defined  that  even  if  you  are  not  bidding 
on  this  coin  you  might  want  to  study  it  during  the  lot  viewing 
process.

Although  the  idea  seemed  reasonable  enough,  the  concept 
was  rejected  at  the  mint,  as  people  using  coins  struck  in  the 
goloid  alloy  would  have  no  way  of  telling  whether  the  projsor- 
tions  were  correct.  Accordingly,  pieces  could  Ih’  counterfeited 
with  silver,  not  including  gold,  and  few  people  would  know 
the  difference.

We  rather  imagine 
that  it  will  sail  right  by  any  posted  listings  for  a Proof-63  price, 
and  bring  substantially  more.  According  to  Philadelphia  coin 
dealer  John  Haseltine,  whose  access  to  the  Mint  is  legendary, 
only  three  specimens  of  this  variety  were  struck. 

The  obverse  features  James  B.  Longacre’s  Indian  Princess  design, 
seated  on  a globe  inscribed  LIBERTY,  with  the  date  1871  below. 
Longacre  died  on  January  1,  1869,  but  his  pattern  designs  lived  on,  as 
here.  The  reverse  is  especially  significant  with  its  inscription  of  COM- 
MERCIAL/DOLLAR, what  was  later  called  the  trade  dollar.  The 
development  of  the  trade  dollar  can  be  laid  at  the  doorstep  of  John  Jay 
Knox,  an  official  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  for  a long  time  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  who  was  at  once  intelligent,  dedicated, 
energetic,  and  with  numismatic  interests  and  inclinations.  Although 
he  has  not  been  mentioned  much  in  popular  literature,  he  certainly 
is  one  of  the  outstanding  figures  combining  numismatic  and  financial 
history  of  the  19th  century. 

Knox  was  the  primary  author  of  the  Coinage  Age  of  1 873,  itself  a 
very  interesting  document.  Well  thought  out  and  studied  in  detail  by 
members  of  Congress  before  its  passage,  it  accomplished  its  purpose, 
making  changes  here  and  there,  discontinuing  the  Liberty  Seated  sil- 


ver dollar  (which  had  not  circulated  since  1850),  replacing  it  with  the 
new  trade  dollar  of  heavier  weight,  and  so  on.  Then  the  unexpected 
happened:  the  price  of  silver  bullion,  already  in  decline,  dropped  even 
more.  Western  silver  mining  interests  lamented  the  fact  that  Liberty 
Seated  silver  dollars  were  no  longer  being  made,  for  they  envisioned 
them  circulating  once  again  at  par,  as  they  did  in  the  1840s.  A lot 
of  complaints  were  voiced  against  the  act,  which  eventually  became 
known,  completely  incorrectly,  as  the  “Crime  of  1873,”  Politicians 
rushed  all  over  themselves  to  say  that  they  were  not  aware  when  the 
legislation  was  passed,  did  not  have  a chance  to  study  it,  and  so  on, 
although  the  Congressional  Record  contains  the  facts  and  proves  such 
statements  to  be  utter  nonsense.  The  problem  was  that  silver  interests 
were  distressed  that  regular  dollars  were  no  longer  being  made.  Later, 
through  the  Bland-AUison  Act  of  February  21,  1878,  they  had  their 
own  way — discontinuing  the  highly  successflil  (in  commerce  with 
the  Orient)  trade  dollar,  and  replacing  it  with  the  greatest  numismatic 
boondoggle  of  all  time,  the  Morgan  silver  dollar.  Henceforth,  dollars 
were  made  by  the  hundreds  of  milhons,  although  they  were  not  needed 
in  circulation.  Collectively,  numismatists  can  be  grateful  for  all  of  this, 
for  otherwise  one  of  the  main  sections  of  collecting  activity  would  not 
e.xist,  or  would  at  least  be  much  different  from  how  we  know  it!

Somewhat  similar  to  quarter  eagles  (see  subsequent  discussion),  gold 
dollars  are  eminently  collectible.  Although  the  series,  beginning  in  1849 
and  ending  in  1889,  is  spiced  with  low  mintage  pieces  and  rarities,  ail 
dates  and  mints  are  available.  Hence,  completion  is  a distinct  possibility'. 
In  contrast,  anyone  aspiring  to  form  a set  of  $3  coins  will  forever  lack  the 
1870-S  (a  prized  possession  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Foundation),  and 
anyone  striving  to  complete  a collection  of  $5  pieces  will  necessarily  lack 
a couple  of  unique  coins  preserved  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and, 
unless  its  enthusiastic  owner  decides  to  part  with  it,  the  only  1822  half 
eagle  in  private  hands  will  remain  unacquired. 

In  the  following  pages  we  offer  some  truly  special  gold  dollars,  includ- 
ing the  ever-popular  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins,  some  of  which  are 
in  notably  fine  grades.  Review  the  listings  one  by  one,  pick  out  those  that 
you  would  like  to  own,  and  bid  accordingly.  If  a piece  is  of  particularly  low 
mintage  or  in  particularly  high  grade,  or  has  both  of  these  characteristics, 
you  may  want  to  bid  especially  liberally.  In  that  way  on  the  day  after  the 
sale  you  will  possess  the  numismatic  treasure,  while  everyone  else  is  still 
scrambling  to  find  one!

Numismatic  Notes  on  Quarter  Eagles 

By  Q.  David  Bowers 

Introduction 

The  offering  of  two  memorable  quarter  eagle  rarities,  superb  specimens 
ot  the  classic  1841  “Little  Princess”  and  the  second  finest  of  the  famous 
1854-S,  pirovide  the  occasion  for  sharing  some  thoughts  and  notes  on 
this  series. 

Over  a long  period  ot  time,  $2.50  gold  quarter  eagles  have  been 
numismatic  favorites  for  many  people.  Minted  intermittently  from  1796 
until  the  1 830s,  then  continuously  to  1915,  then  again  intermittently  from 
1915  to  1929,  the  series  offers  a fascinating  panorama  of  dates,  mintmarks, 
and  varieties.  While  perhaps  a dozen  can  be  classified  as  rarities  and  a 
handful  of  these  as  extreme  rarities,  the  1841  and  1854-S  among  them, 
all  are  collectable  with  patience.  There  are  no  impossible  or  unique  dates 
or  mintmarks. 

While  standard  collecting  advice  is  that  you  should  start  by  forming  a 
type  set,  or  at  least  buy  a few  of  the  more  plentiful  dates  first,  in  the  pres- 
ent day  of  “trophy  coins”  all  conventional  wisdom  has  been  modified. 
Wlio  knows,  perhaps  the  lucky  buyer  of  the  1 854-S  will  make  it  his  or 
her  first  coin! 

Here  is  an  overview  of  quarter  eagles  from  my  notes,  from  draft 
material  I used  in  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  Museum  Syllogc,  and  from 
other  sources: 

Quarter  Eagles  of  the  Early  Years 

Although  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  provided  for  the  minting  of 
$2.50  gold  coins  or  quarter  eagles,  no  gold  denominations  of  any  kind 
were  made  until  several  years  later,  when  certain  Mint  officials  were  able 
to  post  surety  bonds,  permitting  them  to  handle  the  precious  metals,  gold 
and  silver.  The  first  quarter  eagles  bear  the  date  1796  and  were  issued 
that  year,  following  the  introduction  ot  the  $5  and  $ 1 0 denominations  the 
year  before,  1795.  For  many  years  afterward  the  quarter  eagle  remained 
the  smallest  denomination  federal  gold  coin,  a status  it  enjoyed  until  the 
advent  of  the  gold  dollar  in  1 849. 

In  America  in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  centuries,  most  domestic 
commerce  was  conducted  by  credit,  drafts,  and  currency.  Gold  coins  seem 
to  have  played  a relatively  minor  part,  especially  in  districts  away  from  the 
larger  cities.  Although  foreign  commerce  was  dominated  by  silver  coins, 
especially  Spanish-Ainerican  8 reales  “dollars,”  much  trade,  especially 
with  Europe,  was  conducted  with  gold  coins.  Gold  $10  eagles  were  the 
export  coins  of  choice  1795-1804,  but  after  that  date,  when  $10  mint- 
age was  suspended  (not  to  resume  until  1 838),  the  $5  half  eagle  became 
the  largest  gold  coin  of  the  realm.  These  were  produced  to  the  extent  of 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  coins.  Beginning  in  1821  and  continu- 
ing through  the  summer  of  1 834,  no  gold  coins  of  any  kind  were  seen  in 
domestic  circulation.  Those  that  were  distributed,  such  as  in  the  pay  of 
congressmen,  were  worth  a premium,  and  were  not  e.xchanged  at  par. 

In  American  commerce,  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  was  betwixt 
and  between.  Too  small  for  convenient  use  in  the  maritime  and  export 
trade  (except  in  the  early  years  to  summer  1834),  and  not  needed  for 
everyday  domestic  transactions  normally  serviced  by  silver  coins  or  paper 
obligations,  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  was  made  intermittently  and 


only  in  small  quantities.  Thus,  we  have  coinage  dated  from  1 796  to  1 798 
and  again  from  1 802  to  1808,  but  never  made  in  substantial  numbers. 

As  a handy  comparison,  the  largest-mintage  early  quarter  eagle  is  the 
1807,  of  which  6,812  were  struck,  containing  $17,030  face  value  in  gold. 
In  the  same  year,  the  largest  gold  denomination  currently  being  struck 
was  the  $5,  ot  which  84,093  pieces  were  struck,  amounting  to  $420,465, 
or  over  24  times  as  much! 

It  is  likely  that  most  of  the  1796-1808  quarter  eagles  were  used 
stateside,  for  the  larger  $5  and  $10  coins  were  more  convenient  for  in- 
ternational trade.  The  reason  was  simple  arithmetic:  it  would  take  twice 
as  long  to  count  $1,000  in  $2.50  coins  than  in  $5  coins,  and  four  times 
in  comparison  to  counting  $ 1 0 pieces. 

The  entire  $2.50  coinage  of  1796-1808  amounted  to  only  22,199 
coins  (no  further  $2.50  coins  were  made  until  years  later  in  1821).  In 
1810  the  third  federal  census  listed  the  population  of  the  United  States 
at  7,239,881,  including  1,211,364  slaves,  186,746  tree  Negroes,  and 
60,000  persons  designated  as  immigrants.  By  calculation,  this  amounted 
to  one  $2.50  coin  for  every  326  people!  It  is  likely  that  there  were  many 
Americans  who  were  born,  grew  to  adulthood,  and  died  without  ever 
seeing  a coin  of  this  denomination! 

The  War  of  1812 

The  War  of  1812,  conducted  against  England,  was  perhaps  the  war 
that  never  should  have  been.  A complicated  dispute  involving  the  mari- 
time trade  (the  capture  and  impressments  of  American  sailors  on  the  high 
seas)  and  British  aggression  toward  American  interests,  combined  with 
the  tail-end  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  created  an  encounter  concerning 
which  the  average  American  citizen  knew  little.  In  defense,  in  a way,  the 
Embargo  Act  of  1 807  forbid  our  ships  from  trading  with  many  distant 
ports,  a situation  which  virtually  closed  down  business  in  several  cities 
along  the  East  Coast. 

Opinions  and  loyalties  were  divided,  and  many  were  the  new'spaper 
accounts  ot  Americans  conducting  business  with  the  largely  unseen  en- 
emy, including  the  transfer  of  money  and  goods  through  Canada.  Now 
and  again,  coastal  raids  and  bombardments  by  British  sailors  took  place, 
including  shelling  the  whaling  port  of  Stonington,  Connecticut,  and  the 
occupation  of  Castine,  Maine  (then  in  Massachusetts,  as  this  section  was 
not  set  off  as  Maine  until  1820). 

The  situation  changed  dramatically  near  the  end  ot  the  conflict,  in  the 
summer  of  1814,  when  British  troops  set  fire  to  Washington  and  threat- 
ened other  cities.  Which  side  won  the  war  has  been  a matter  of  debate 
ever  since.  Most  agree  it  was  a draw.  Peace  was  declared  on  December 
24,  1814,  but  it  took  months  before  the  settlement  was  generally  known. 
The  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  which  eventually  propelled  Gen.  Andrew 
Jackson  into  the  White  House,  was  fought  with  the  British  in  Januar%’ 
1815,  after  the  war  had  ofiicially  ended. 

During  and  after  the  War  of  1812  most  coined  money  in  American 
circulation  was  composed  of  copper  cents  and  silver  half  dollars  (silver 
dollars  had  not  been  struck  since  1804)  plus  a large  quantitv"  ot  foreign 
silver  issues,  most  notably  Spanish-American  issues  such  as  the  Avo-real 
or  “two  bits”  coin  worth  25c.  However,  quantities  of  copper  and  silver 
coins  paled  into  insignificance  in  relation  to  untold  millions  of  dollars 
in  paper  notes  issued  by  private  banks.  Mostly  made  in  the  denomina- 
tions of$l,  $2,  $3,  $5,  and  $10,  such  currency  circulated  far  and  wide. 
While  some  notes  were  worth  face  value  or  close  to  it.  many  others  were 
completely  worthless. 
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Coins  in  Commerce 

It  was  expected  that  after  the  war,  normal  conditions  would  return,  and 
gold  $2.50,  S5,  and  SIO  coins  would  become  plentiful  in  commerce  and 
would  be  especially  useful  for  transactions  among  the  states  at  a distance, 
for  paper  money  tended  to  have  a regional  circulation,  with  exchanges 
ot  bills  in  remote  places  taking  place  only  at  sharp  discounts.  A $5  gold 
coin  was  worth  as  much  in  Boston  as  it  was  in  New  Orleans  or  Savannah. 
Not  so  with  paper  money.  Likely,  a Boston  banker  would  not  take  a New 
Orleans  S5  bill  for  any  price. 

However,  the  economic  situation  remained  chaotic.  The  availability 
of  gold  coins  and  to  a lesser  extent,  silver  coins,  varied  from  state  to  state, 
as  did  the  premiums  charged  for  some  of  them.  Given  a choice,  a citizen 
who  had  both  a S5  bank  bill  and  a $5  gold  coin  would  pay  out  the  bill 
first  and  keep  the  coin.  Because  of  this,  gold  coins  traded  at  a slight  pre- 
mium. Now  and  again  there  would  be  rumors  ofbank  failures  and  other 
economic  distresses,  in  which  times  if  any  citizen  had  a gold  coin  or  two, 
he  or  she  would  hold  on  to  it  tightly  and  would  not  dream  of  exchanging 
it  for  a paper  note. 

Gold  Coins  Disappear  in  1821 

In  1821,  paper  money  was  so  prevalent  in  circulation  and  gold  coins 
were  so  scarce  that  they  disappeared  entirely  from  the  channels  of  com- 
merce. To  be  sure,  banks  had  a few  and  some  bullion  and  exchange  dealers 
had  many,  but  these  could  be  purchased  only  by  paying  a premium  for 
them  in  terms  of  paper  money  or  silver  coins.  Paper  and  silver  generally 
traded  at  par,  and  during  this  time  the  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  became 
the  largest  useful  coin  of  the  realm. 

In  the  meantime,  no  quarter  eagles  had  been  stmck  since  1808.  There 
was  no  practical  use  for  them  in  commerce,  and  those  who  desired  gold 
coins  for  large  transactions,  by  paying  a premium  for  them,  opted  for  S5 
half  eagles,  which  were  made  in  large  quantities.  Most  went  overseas, 
where  they  were  melted. 

T oday , many  of  the  quarter  eagles  minted  during  the  1 796- 1 808  years 
still  exist,  perhaps  3%  to  6%  of  the  original  mintages.  Quite  a few  of  these 
show  signs  of  mounting  or  use  for  jewelry,  as  quarter  eagles  were  espe- 
cially popular  in  this  regard.  Decades  later,  the  gold  dollar,  introduced  in 
1 849,  became  the  denomination  of  choice  for  use  in  stick  pins,  bracelets, 
and  brooches. 

After  1808,  quarter  eagles  were  not  made  for  a long  time.  Then  from 
1821  through  the  first  half  of  1834,  a small  number  of  coins  were  made, 
amounting  to  42,065  pieces  totally,  not  enough  that  anyone  had  a realistic 
chance  of  seeing  one,  as  not  a single  coin  was  used  in  circulation.  It  seems 
that  all  were  hoarded  or  exported.  During  this  period.  Senator  Thomas 
Hart  Benton,  from  Missouri,  and  certain  of  his  fellow  legislators  insisted 
on  receiving  their  salaries  in  gold  coins,  a prerogative  that  ordinary  citi- 
zens did  not  enjoy.  (9nc  can  imagine  Benton  having  a little  bag  of  quarter 
eagles  and  half  eagles.  Other  quarter  eagles  were  exported,  primarily  to 
England.  1 lowever,  the  larger  part  of  the  needs  of  international  commerce 
were  taken  care  of  neatly  by  immense  mintages  of  S5  gold  coins,  which 
remained  the  largest  current  denomination. 

As  gold  coins  were  not  available  for  everyday  trade,  the  burden  contin- 
ued to  fall  upon  silver  coins  of  various  types,  including  Spanish-Ainerican 
silver  ( oins.  and  the  ( lapped  Bust  half  dollar.  Many  commercial  contracts 
of  the  IM2<H  and  IH.Vh  were  drawn  to  be  payable  in  silver.

eryday circulation,  were  made  in  large  numbers,  and  today  are  plentiful 
on  the  numismatic  market — giving  rise  to  one  of  the  most  popular  of 
collecting  specialties. 

The  New  “Classic  Head”  Coinage  of  1834  \ 

To  remedy  the  situation  of  melting  and  exporting  current  gold  coins. 
Congress  passed  the  Act  ofjune  28,  1 834,  which  reduced  the  authorized 
weight  of  Amencan  gold  coins.  The  leading  exponent  of  the  legislation  was 
Senator  Thomas  Hart  Benton,  nicknamed  “Old  Bullion” — the  previously  ' 
mentioned  legislator  who  insisted  that  his  salary  be  paid  in  gold  coins. 

Gold  coins  made  after  August  1 , 1 834 — the  effective  date  of  implemen- 
tation of  the  act — were  of  lighter  weight  and  thus  stayed  in  circulation, 
trading  on  par  with  bank  bills  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  a generation.  To 
enable  quick  visual  differentiation  of  the  new  from  the  old,  the  obverse  and 
reverse  designs  were  modified,  and  the  motto  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  was 
deleted  from  the  reverse.  The  motif,  by  Chief  Engraver  William  Kneass, 
is  known  today  as  the  Classic  Head  design  and  is  a modification  of  the 
Classic  Head  created  by  John  Reich  for  use  on  half  cents  1809-1836  and 
cents  1808-1814.  Quarter  eagles  of  this  type  were  made  from  1834  to 
1 839.  In  financial  and  banking  circles,  the  earlier,  heavier  gold  coins  were 
often  called  old  tenor,  and  the  lighter  ones,  tmo  tenor.  For  many  years  after 
1834,  old-style  gold  coins  were  listed  with  bid  and  ask  prices  in  bullion 
exchanges  and  always  sold  at  a premium. 

For  all  of  its  efforts  with  the  Coinage  Act  of  1834,  the  United  States 
government  did  not  achieve  success  with  the  monetary  system.  Im- 
mediately, silner  coins  became  especially  desirable,  and  soon  they  were 
preferred  to  gold!  To  remedy  this,  the  authorized  weights  of  silver  coins 
were  reduced  by  the  Coinage  Act  of  January  18,  1837.  From  that  time 
until  the  end  of  1861,  silver  and  gold  were  at  par. 

During  the  1830s,  and  continuing  through  the  Civil  War,  bullion 
traders,  securities  houses,  and  bankers  did  an  active  business  in  buying 
and  selling  gold  and  silver  coins  by  weight,  American  issues  as  well  as  the 
multitudinous  varieties  from  foreign  countries.  Because  of  their  premium 
value,  any  stray  old-tenor  gold  coin  that  came  to  light  in  the  1840s  or 
1 850s  was  apt  to  be  taken  to  a bullion  dealer  and  melted.  It  is  no  wonder 
that  all  were  scarce  and  many  were  very  rare  by  the  time  that  numismatics 
became  popular  in  a significant  way  in  America,  beginning  circa  1857, 
following  widespread  public  interest  when  the  old  “large”  copper  cent 
was  discontinued. 

Houvivr,  many  thousands  of  old  tenor  gold  coins  remained  in  the 
hands  of  the  public.  Each  year,  many  would  be  sold  to  bullion  deal- 
ers or  redeemed  at  the  Mint  or  other  depositories.  As  the  interest  in 
numismatics  spread,  bullion  dealers  sold  old  tenor  coins  to  collectors 
and  dealers.  In  this  way  many  were  saved  that  might  have  been  melted 
otherwise.  W.  Elliot  Woodward  told  of  an  1815  half  eagle — today  one 
of  America’s  most  famous  gold  coin  rarities — that  was  found  in  a /wv; 
of  old  gold  coins  in  the  mid-19th  century.  Harlan  P.  Smith  told  of  a 
precious  1822  half  eagle,  of  which  just  three  are  known  today,  being 
purchased  for  a nominal  premium  from  a bullion  dealer.  Reminiscing  in 
1 867,  old-time  collector  William  Sumner  Appleton  related  that  dealers 
in  silver  and  gold  were  his  prime  source  of  supply  for  desired  specimens 
in  the  early  dates. 

As  an  example  of  the  premium  paid  for  old  gold  coins.  77ic  / 'iri.irh  m/ 
Register  reported  that  on  January  4,  1837.  Amencan  gold  coins  nnntal 
prior  to  August  1,  1834,  traded  in  New  York  Gitv  at  a pn'iiitiiiii 
in  temis  of  current  (August  I.  1834  and  later)  gold  Fins  iiieaiil  that  lv» 
buy  $I(MI  face  value  of  early  gold  i oiiis,  it  took  $ lOtvSO  ssoitli  ot  the  ness 
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lighter-weight  Classic  Head  pieces.  By  June  16,  1838,  the  premium  on 
old  tenor  U.S.  gold  coins  increased  to  7%. 

The  Classic  Head  gold  coinage,  consisting  of  $2.50  and  $5  coins,  was 
an  immediate  commercial  success.  From  summer  1834  through  1 839,  the 
unprecedented  quantity  of968,228  $2.50  pieces  was  made  for  circulation, 
a figure  nearly  1 5 times  greater  than  the  combined  total  of  all  previous 
quarter  eagle  coinage  1796-1834! 

Branch  Mints 

In  1835,  Congress  realized  the  need  for  branch  mints  to  service  the 
needs  ot  the  expanding  American  population  and  territory.  In  1838,  the 
New  Orleans,  Charlotte  (North  Carolina),  and  Dahlonega  (Georgia) 
mints  threw  open  their  doors  and  started  their  coining  presses.  New 
Orleans  was  a maritime  trading  hub  and  the  entrance  to  the  Mississippi 
River  Valley,  while  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  were  situated  close  to  native 
gold  deposits,  and  were  set  up  as  a convenience  to  miners  and  tradesmen. 
Mintmarks  “O,”  “C,”  and  “D”  were  used  to  identify  the  coinage  from 
these  branches,  while  Philadelphia,  known  as  the  “mother  mint,”  used 
no  mint  letter. 

The  1834-1839  Classic  Head  quarter  eagles  remained  a staple  in  cir- 
culation for  a long  time  afterward,  and  although  they  disappeared  from 
circulation  tor  the  interval  1862-1878  (subsequently  explained),  at  the 
turn  of  the  2()th  century  a sharp-eyed  bank  teller  might  spot  an  occasional 
piece  in  a cash  drawer.  By  that  time,  most  such  coins  were  worn  down 
to  the  grade  ot  Very  Fine. 

Coronet  Head  Coinage  from  1840  Onward 

In  1 840  a new  quarter  eagle  design  was  produced,  the  Coronet  Head 
or  Liberty  Head  style  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  For  decades.  Liberty  Head  wzs 
the  preferred  numismatic  term,  but  in  recent 
years  Coronet  Head  has  been  viewed  by  some  as 
being  more  descriptive,  for  any  portrait  of  Miss 
Liberty  could  be  called  a Liberty  Head.  On  the 
Coronet  Head  quarter  eagle  Miss  Liberty  is 
wearing  a coronet — or  a diadem. 

At  the  Mint,  Gobrecht,  who  had  signed  on 
as  second  (he  did  not  like  the  term  “assistant”) 
engraver  in  1835,  had  done  nearly  all  of  the 
creative  work  since  that  time,  when  Chief 
Engraver  William  Kneass  suffered  a debilitating 
stroke.  After  Kneass’  death  in  1840,  Gobrecht 
became  chief  engraver,  a position  he  held  until 
his  passing  in  1844  (at  which  time  he  was  suc- 
ceeded byjames  B.  Longacre). 

The  Coronet  Head  was  one  of  .several  portrait  styles  that  Gobrecht  had 
created  during  the  general  period  1837-1839  as  part  of  experimentation 
that  reached  its  zenith  in  the  copper  cent  series  in  the  latter  year  (when 
portraits  included  what  collectors  know  today  as  the  Head  of  1838,  Booby 
Head,  Silly  Head,  and  Head  of  1840  styles). 

The  Coronet  Head  was  first  used  in  the  gold  series  on  the  revivified 
$10  gold  denomination,  which  appeared  in  1838,  followed  by  the  $5  in 
1839.  Thus,  by  1840  the  debut  of  the  Coronet  Head  on  the  $2.50  was 
somewhat  late. 

During  the  1840s,  coinage  of  quarter  eagles  took  place  at  the  Phila- 
delphia, Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  and  New  Orleans  mints.  Quantities  were 
typically  small  in  comparison  to  the  $5  and  $10  coins,  but  there  were 
exceptions.  Asa  rule,  $2.50  coins  were  used  domestically,  while  the  larger 
denominations  were  popular  in  the  export  trade.  Quantities  ot  quarter 


eagles  produced  fluctuated  widely,  as  such  coins  were  made  at  the  request 
of  depositors,  who  often  opted  for  higher  denomination  pieces.  In  the 
year  1841  only  a handful  of  quarter  eagles  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint,  spawning  what  became  the  famous  “Little  Pnneess”  coin  of  this 
date,  a wonderful  example  of  which  is  offered  in  the  present  sale. 

The  Gold  Rush 

In  January  1848  precious  yellow  flakes  were  discovered  in  the  tail  race 
at  Sutter’s  Mill  on  the  American  Rjver  in  California,  igniting  the  Gold 
Rush  that  would  galvanize  the  world.  Within  several  years,  the  borders 
of  America  extended  from  coast  to  coast.  Vast  quantities  of  gold  were 
brought  forth  from  the  streams  and  earth,  with  the  result  that  by  1850, 
the  year  when  California  achieved  statehood,  gold  became  “common” 
in  relation  to  silver,  and  silver  coins  rose  to  become  worth  more  than  face 
value,  the  latest  variation  in  the  gold-silver  see-saw  of  prices. 

By  early  1851,  silver  was  worth  a 3'/2%  premium  in  terms  of  gold.  Silver 
was  hoarded,  a situation  that  stripped  commercial  and  banking  channels  of 
half  dimes,  dimes,  quarter  dollars,  half  dollars,  and  silver  dollars.  Mintages 
of  gold  coins  increased  to  take  up  the  slack  for  the  missing  silver  coins. 
The  Act  ot  February  21,  1853,  reduced  the  authorized  weight  of  new 
silver  coins  from  the  half  dime  to  the  half  dollar,  but  left  the  silver  dollar 
untouched.  In  one  of  those  interesting  footnotes  in  American  financial 
history,  silver  dollars  remained  off  the  market  and  were  no  longer  seen  in 
circulation  (until  1873,  when  the  price  of  silver  metal  fell  sharply),  while 
half  dimes,  dimes,  quarters,  and  halves  circulated  readily. 

In  1854  the  San  Francisco  Mint  opened  for  business,  making  it  possible 
to  convert  gold  bullion  into  federal  coins  without  having  to  ship  it  by  sea 
to  Philadelphia  or  one  of  the  other  distant  mints.  In  the  first  year  of  opera- 
tion a quarter  eagle  rarity  was  created  when  just  246  of  this  denomination 
were  minted!  Likely,  no  more  than  10  of  these 
survive  today,  the  second  finest  of  which  is  also 
offered  in  the  present  sale. 

Gold  Coins  Disappear  (1862-1878) 

In  April  1861,  troops  of  the  newly  formed 
Confederate  States  of  America  fired  upon  Fort 
Sumter,  the  federal  outpost  in  the  harbor  of 
Charleston,  South  Carolina.  A small  force  of 
Union  soldiers  held  out  for  several  days,  while 
the  ramparts  fell  to  dust  around  them,  finally 
surrendering  to  the  inevitable — remarkably 
without  loss  oflife.  The  Civil  War  had  begun, 
the  culmination  of  internecine  wrangling  that 
had  dominated  Congress  for  three  decades. 

At  the  outset,  hopes  were  high  in  both  the  North  and  the  South.  In 
the  southern  states  citizens  looked  forward  to  a new  era  of  self-govern- 
ment, a new  nation  in  which  slaves  could  be  held  without  interference, 
and  which  the  “wealth  of  the  South” — natural  products  such  as  com, 
cotton,  rice,  and  tobacco — would  bring  great  prosperity  to  the  inhabit- 
ants (slaves  excepted).  The  resources  of  the  South  were  permanent,  it 
was  said,  wltile  those  of  the  North — such  as  manufacturing,  commerce, 
and  related  activities — were  subject  to  many  vagaries.  The  Confederacy 
issued  its  own  paper  money  and  a few  coins  (including  1 861-D  gold  dol- 
lars struck  at  Dahlonega). 

In  the  Union  in  1861.  the  war  was  viewed  as  an  easy  win.  The  South 
had  been  itching  for  a fight  for  a long  time,  and  now  it  would  get  its 
comeuppance.  In  a matter  of  montlis.  Union  soldiers  would  devastate  the 
ill-prepared  Southerners,  it  was  thought.  Many  adventurers  sought  to  take 
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part  in  the  action  and  signed  on  as  soldiers.  I lopes  and  enthusiasm  ran 
high.  Victor\-,  if  not  actually  in  sight,  was  just  around  the  comer. 

Kealiry  proved  to  be  quite  dilTerent. 

The  Charlotte,  1 )ahlonega,  and  New  Orleans  mints  fell  to  the  Confed- 
eracy in  spnng  1861  and  were  soon  closed.  Although  the  New  Orleans 
.Mint  reopened  in  1879.  No  more  coins  of  this  denomination  were  ever 
made  there.  In  time  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  became  numis- 
matic favontes,  as  they  are  today.  However,  few  were  saved  in  their  own 
time,  and  today  nearly  all  show  extensive  signs  of  wear. 

The  summer  and  autumn  of  1861  came  and  went,  and  after  several 
bltHidy  battles  beginning  with  Bull  Run  in  July,  when  the  North  was 
battered  by  the  South,  there  was  no  clear  indication  as  to  the  eventual 
outcome.  It  was  anything  but  an  easy  win  for  either  side.  Soldiers  died 
by  the  tens  of  thousands. 

The  public  became  alarmed  and  set  about  hoarding  “hard  assets,” 
as  had  been  done  in  times  of  war  and  economic  uncertainty  earlier.  By 
December  1861,  newly  issued  Union  paper  money  notes  were  readily 
available  at  banks,  but  gold  and  silver  coins  were  becoming  scarce.  On 
December  28,  1861,  certain  banks  stopped  paying  out  gold  coins,  fol- 
lowed soon  by  the  cessation  of  silver  coin  disbursements.  By  mid-July 
1 862,  not  a single  silver  or  gold  coin  was  to  be  found  in  general  commerce 
anywhere  in  the  East  or  Midwest,  and  even  the  low-value  copper-nickel 
Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents  were  being  hoarded.  The  financial  chaos 
was  eased  to  an  extent  by  a flood  of  federal  paper  money  including  Legal 
Tender  Notes  from  the  SI  denomination  upward  and  paper  Fractional 
Currency  notes  from  3e  to  50e.  Private  entrepreneurs  got  into  the  act 
and  turned  out  millions  of  little  copper  cent-size  tokens  bearing  portraits 
ranging  from  George  Washington  to  Indians,  and  inscribed  with  mottoes 
and  advertisements.  Others  issued  encased  postage  stamps  consisting  of  a 
mica-lfonted  brass  frame  enclosing  a stamp,  private  paper  money  notes, 
and  other  substitutes. 

Federal  gold  and  silver  coins  sold  at  a premium,  which  at  one  time 
was  more  than  twice  face  value.  The  Treasury  Department  continued  to 
strike  gold  coins  at  Philadelphia,  but  in  reduced  quantities.  These  were 
made  available  to  citizens  and  merchants,  but  only  at  a sharp  premium 
111  terms  of  paper  money.  Bullion  dealers  prospered,  and  every'  large  city 
had  a number  ot  shops  where  notes  could  be  exchanged  for  federal  gold 
coins  including  quarter  e.igles.  Alfred  Robinson,  who  in  the  early  186()s 
was  a rare  coin  dealer,  stock  broker,  and  banker,  by  1870  styled  himself 
as  a yv/J  /iri'irr,  apparently  finding  the  profits  greatest  in  that  specialty.  The 
United  States  Treasury  kept  track  of  the  considerable  profits  it  made  in 
this  manner — it,  tix),  sold  federal  gold  coins  at  large  mark-ups  in  terms  of 
paper  money — a very  curious  situation  when  viewed  in  hindsight. 

Gold  coins  were  olf  the  market  until  December  17,  1878,  when  at 
long  last,  gold  coins,  silver  coins,  and  paper  money  were  each  exchange- 
able at  par.  Thus,  gold  coins  minted  at  Philadelphia  during  this  period 
were  kept  in  storage,  or  were  sold  at  a premium  including  for  use  in  the 
import  and  export  trade.  As  might  be  expected,  mintages  were  very  small 
of  the  denominations  not  used  widely  in  international  commerce,  and 
were  extensive  for  the  largest  value,  the  S2( ) gold  double  eagle  (which  had 
K en  intriKliiced  in  18.S<)).  During  the  general  penod  1862-1878  quarter 
e.igit-  mintages  tended  to  Ih'  low  as  did  the  other  low  denomination  gold 
■III.,  the  SI  and  values.

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However,  there  were  no  paper  notes  in  general  circulation  there,  and 
whenever  a Legal  Tender  Note  was  presented — as  by  a soldier  or  federal 
government  employee  who  received  it  in  a pay  envelope — it  traded  at 
a discount  in  tenns  of  gold.  Thus,  if  in  New'  York  City  it  cost  S20()  in 
Legal  Tender  notes  to  buy  SI 00  in  gold  coins,  at  the  same  time  in  San 
Francisco,  someone  with  S200  in  Legal  Tender  notes  could  buy  only 
SI 00  worth  of  merchandise  at  prices  posted  in  this  “gold  city.”  There 
was  no  way  to  w'in! 

This  had  the  unusual  result  that  newly-minted  San  Francisco  gold  coins  I 
reached  general  circulation  quickly  and  soon  became  worn.  In  contrast, 
those  minted  in  Philadelphia  were  kept  in  storage,  or  were  exported,  and 
tended  to  be  better  preserved.  Thus,  an  understanding  of  monetary  history 
is  necessary  to  realize  today  w'hy,  for  example,  a Philadelphia  Mint  gold  ' 
coin  of  1868  is  likely  to  be  found  in  a high  grade  such  as  EF  or  AU,  while 
its  San  Francisco  Mint  counterpart  might  be  w'orn  down  to  VF.  This  is  ' 
precisely  why  the  1 854-S  quarter  eagle  in  this  sale,  graded  Extremely  Fine,  , 
is  the  second  finest  known,  with  all  but  one  other  show'ing  more  wear,  i 

Meanwhile,  in  the  South,  just  about  anyone  w'ho  was  fortunate  to 
own  a handful  of  “local”  gold  coins — made  at  Dahlonega  or  Charlotte 
in  the  days  before  the  Civil  War — hoarded  them  carefully.  Later,  this 
W'ould  account  for  a higher  survival  ratio  than  for  the  quarter  eagles  of 
other  mints.  , 

The  Late  Coronet  Head  Era  1879-1907 

In  1 879,  quarter  eagles  and  other  gold  denominations  again  circulated 
freely  in  commerce  in  the  East  and  Midwest.  However,  by  this  time ! 
the  general  public  was  quite  accustomed  to  paper  money.  Secure  in  the  I 
knowledge  that  bills  could  be  exchanged  at  par  with  gold  coins,  citizens ; 
kept  their  paper  money.  Thus,  when  gold  coins  became  available,  they  ’ 
were  not  widely  used,  except  in  certain  areas  of  the  West — particularly  in  ! 
the  Rocky  Mountain  states — where  “hard  money”  was  preferred. 

The  San  Francisco  Mint  stnick  its  last  quarter  eagle  in  1879,  after  | 
which  Coronet  Head  S2.50  coinage  was  limited  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint. ; 
Alter  this  time,  with  paper  money  in  the  forefront  in  domestic  American  j 
commerce,  most  gold  coinage  was  in  the  form  of  S20  double  eagles,  easy 
to  count  and  ship  to  foreign  countries.  Quarter  eagles  were  made  in  rela- 
tively small  quantities,  primarily  to  avoid  creating  rarities  for  speculators 
or  collectors  (this,  per  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  1887). 
The  same  thing  was  done  with  SI  and  S3  gold  coins.  While  investors 
were  drawn  to  the  gold  dollars,  it  seems  that  few  purchased  quarter  eagles. 
Thus,  in  Mint  State  many  of  the  low-mintage  quarter  eagles  of  the  1 880s 
and  early  1890s  are  quite  rare  today. 

The  Coronet  Head  motif  continued  to  be  used  year  after  year,  until 
1907  when  it  was  retired  at  last.  By  that  time  it  had  been  employed 
continuously  since  1840,  the  longest  time  any  American  coin  design  was 
used  without  a major  change. 

The  Indian  Head  Coinage  (1908-1929) 

In  1908,  a new  quarter  eagle  design  was  inaugurated — the  Indian 
Head  motifby  Massachusetts  artist  Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  a student  of  famous 
sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens.  On  the  new  design  the  lettenng  and 
motifs  were  incuse  or  recessed  in  the  coin,  a departure  from  the  iioniul  ‘ 
relief  sty  le.  Curiously,  on  branch  mint  issues  struck  at  Denver  m 1911, 
1914,  and  1925,  the  mintmark  was  rahci/,  Ivcoming  the  onlv  te.iturx'  to 
nse  above  the  level  field! 

Indian  1 lead  quarter  eagles  were  m.ule  th>m  I'HIS  tv>  1**1  5.  .iiul  then 
again  from  1**25  to  1**2**  In  1**1  I the  Denver  Mint,  sshu  h lusl  s'|H'ne\l 
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for  business  in  1906,  struck  its  first  coins  of  tliis  denomination.  Mintage 
was  quite  low  for  this  particular  issue,  and  in  time  the  191 1-D  became 
the  key  numismatic  date  in  the  series. 

Beginning  about  1920,  quarter  eagles  mostly  disappeared  from  circu- 
lation. In  his  February  1921  catalogue  of  the  M.K.  McMullin  and  H.C. 
Whipple  Collections,  Thomas  L Elder  commented  concerning  these: 

The  entire  coinage  of  this  denomination  has  been  discontinued,  and  all 
quarter  eagles  command  a premium.  So  these  quarter  eagles  bid  fair  to  be 
selhng  m the  near  future  at  the  same  premiums  as  the  gold  dollars  and  will 
be  regarded  in  the  same  was  as  premium  U.S.  gold  coins.  [“Premium”  issues 
were  all  $I  and  $3  coins.]  The  banks  report  no  more  of  this  denomination 
offered,  while  the  government  does  not  allow  them  to  be  passed  out  at  the 
Sub  Treasuries,  and  has  ordered  ntiy  oti  kdtid  to  be  ttteltcd  up.  They  are  good 
coins  for  investment. 

The  story  was  further  told  by  Theodore  J.  Venn  in  The  Numismatist, 
February  1922: 

Nearly  all  coin  dealers  and  the  majority  of  the  collectors  are  famihar  with 
the  history  of  the  SI  and  $3  gold  pieces  and  how  the  commercial  demand  for 
these  coins — for  ornamentation  and  presentation  purposes — caused  all  dates 
to  be  placed  at  a premium  a few  years  after  the  discontinuance  of  their  coinage. 
This  was  the  primary  factor,  although  the  numismatic  demand  also  cut  a large 
figure  as  a contributory  one.  And  the  same  causes  are  now,  and  have  been  for 
nearly  two  years,  at  work  on  the  quarter  eagles. 

Have  you  gone  to  a bank  lately  and  tried  to  get  a $2.50  gold  piece?  If  not, 
make  the  attempt  and  see  what  a revelation  awaits  you.  Should  you  know  the 
paying  teller  well,  he  probably  will  give  you  a knowing  smile  and  infomi  you 
that  he  is  looking  for  some  himself  ‘the  Liberp'  Head  variety  preferred.’  Up 
to  about  1 8 months  ago  you  could  occasionally  get  a few  pieces  from  a friendly 
cashier,  but  that  day  has  now  passed.  This  holds  good  to  a great  degree  with  gold 
of  any  denomination.  At  no  time  since  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  when  gold 
went  to  a heavy  premium,  have  the  banking  institutions  seemed  as  anxious  to 
add  the  yellow  metal  to  their  reserves  as  within  the  past  year  or  two.. . . 

In  his  November  1925  catalogue  of  the  Brevoort,  Stoddard,  Orcutt, 
and  Witherspoon  Collections,  Thomas  L Elder  stated: 

Quarter  eagles.  No  more  being  coined.  In  greatest  demand  at  the  present 
time.  Dealers  offer  us  $3.50  for  the  commonest  dates. 

Soon,  1925-D  $2.50  coins  would  become  available,  but,  apparently, 
not  at  face  value. 

Elder  continued  to  monitor  the  market.  This  appeared  in  his  February 
1926  catalogue  of  the  Havemeyer,  McMurray,  Gallagher,  and  Reeves 
Collections: 

New  York  brokers  have  been  offering$3.80  each  for  Liberty  Head  quarter 
eagles  for  some  time.  These  are  exported  to  the  Orient. 

The  March  1930  number  of  The  Numismatist  related  this  concerning 
the  smallest  current  United  States  gold  denomination: 


Efforts  to  aboli.sh  the  coinage  of  the  $2.50  gold  piece  have  been  revived  in 
Washington,  and  Secretary  Mellon  has  requested  Congress  to  enact  legislation 
to  provide  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  coin.  He  said  the  gold  was  needed  for 
credit  purposes  and  that  the  pieces  disappeared  from  circulation,  especially  after 
being  given  away  as  Christmas  presents.  His  reason  for  wishing  for  authority 
to  end  the  coinage  of  the  piece,  namely,  that  the  gold  used  in  minting  it  is 
needed  by  the  government  for  credit  purposes,  may  be  indicative  of  the  strain 
that  is  being  put  on  our  gold  reserve  by  European  withdrawals,  or,  what  is 
more  likely,  that  the  Treasury  is  merely  taking  a precautionary  measure  to 
keep  up  its  gold  supply. 

The  number  of  $2.50  pieces  turned  out  by  the  mints  in  a year  is  small.  In 
the  140  years  the  coin  has  been  minted  some  $50  million  worth  of  them  has 
been  minted  in  all,  and  for  a number  of  years  they  have  been  struck  only  to 
supply  a Christmas  demand.  This  amounts  to  $ 1 million.  But  small  though  the 
sum  is,  it  represents  an  appreciable  drain  from  year  to  year  on  the  gold  supply, 
as  a great  many  of  the  pieces  only  get  back  into  circulation  by  necessity.  They 
go  often  into  children’s  banks  and  remain  there  as  nest  eggs. 

The  $2.50  gold  piece  has  been  a popular  one  with  collectors,  and  they 
will  regret  to  see  the  coin  discontinued.  The  design  adopted  in  1 908  has  been 
much  less  popular  than  the  Liberty  Head  type.  All  dates  of  the  Liberty  Head 
type  in  Fine  condition  have  been  selling  for  some  time  at  varying  prices  over 
face  value.  If  the  coin  is  discontinued  it  wiU  not  rob  the  series  of  any  of  its 
attractions,  but,  on  the  contrary,  will  add  to  them. 

As  it  turned  out,  no  additional  quarter  eagles  were  coined  after  1929. 
By  that  year  quarter  eagles  were  not  regularly  seen  in  circulation,  and  all 
were  considered  to  be  somewhat  scarce. 

The  following  Associated  Press  newspaper  item  is  datelined  Chicago, 
November  25,  1930: 

There  will  be  no  more  $2.50  gold  pieces  in  Yuletide  hosiery.  The  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Chicago  today  advised  banks  of  the  Seventh  Reserve  District 
that  no  supply  of  the  old  coins  is  available.  An  act  of  Congress,  April  11,1 930, 
abolished  the  die  of  the  tiny  coin,  so  no  new  ones  can  be  made. 

The  scarcity  of  the  denomination  was  reflected  by  Orangeville,  Illinois, 
dealer  M.H.  Bolender  in  his  68th  Public  Sale,  June  26,  1932: 

Gold  quarter  eagles  are  fast  becoming  rare.  Coinage  has  been  discontin- 
ued, and  none  are  in  banks  or  circulation.  Because  of  the  steady  demand,  it 
will  be  useless  for  collectors  to  make  bids  of  less  than  $3  each  f or  any  of  the 
following  quarter  eagles 

In  1933-1934,  when  President  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  issued  a 
mandate  that  the  public  turn  in  gold  coins  to  banks  and  to  the  Treasury- 
Department,  all  quarter  eagles  were  exempt  from  the  edict  on  the  grounds 
that  they  all  had  numismatic  value.  Nevertheless,  untold  quantities  went 
to  the  melting  pot. 

Here,  the  curtain  rings  down  on  the  story  of  this  numismatic  favorite, 
after  a coinage  that  commenced  in  1796  and  lasted  until  1929.

An  Underrated  Rarity 


1051  1806/5  Breen-2.  Rarity-5. 7X6  Stars.  MS-62  (NGC).  One 
ot  the  finest  known  specimens  of  a significant  rarity  in  the  early 
gold  series.  Bright  light  greenish  yellow  gold  surfaces  show  re- 
flective flash  in  the  fields  and  fine  lustre.  About  as  nicely  struck 
as  this  issue  comes,  with  a tiny  depression  near  the  top  of  the 
shield,  nearly  identically  stmck  to  the  apparent  finest  known 
offered  in  our  June  2005  Gentleman’s  Collection  sale.  Some 
obverse  hairlines  account  for  the  grade  as  assigned,  as  there 
are  really  very  few  contact  marks  of  note.  Some  adjustment 
marks  are  present,  some  hidden  within  the  folds  of  Liberty’s 
cap,  a small  patch  on  Libcrt\'’s  forehead,  and  some  criss-cross 
at  the  date  and  bust  truncation.  Despite  the  proximity  of  the 
adjustment  marks,  the  overdate  characteristic  of  this  obverse 
die  remains  easy  to  discern. 

Two  varieties  of  1806  quarter  eagles  are  known,  both 
overdates,  and  both  are  quite  rare.  NGC’s  total  certified  popu- 
lation of  1806/5  quarter  eagles  is  a scant  12  pieces — an  even 


dozen — only  one  of  which  is  better  than  this  one.  As  we  noted 
in  our  June  2005  cataloguing  of  the  Davis-Graves  specimen 
that  may  be  the  finest  known,  this  variety  is  so  fascinating  and 
desirable  not  just  for  its  rarity,  but  for  its  technical  aspects.  Few 
dies  in  the  American  series  have  been  used  one  year,  altered,  and 
used  again,  but  this  obverse  die  was  used  on  every'  1805  quarter 
eagle  ever  struck  before  being  altered  into  an  1806/5  overdate. 
The  reverse  was  used  on  quarter  eagles  in  1805,  twice  in  1806, 
again  in  1 807  and  also  on  dimes  of  1807!  Regarding  its  rarity, 
Harry  Bass  only  ever  owned  one  specimen,  an  EF,  and  David 
Akers  only  located  two  Mint  State  offerings  in  several  decades 
worth  of  auction  catalogues.  We  doubt  any  collector  would 
be  dissatisfied  at  the  prospect  of  including  a specimen  of  this 
quality  in  their  cabinet.

reflective,  highly  satiny  on  the  reverse,  which  appears  every  bit 
a gem  if  considered  individually.  The  strike  is  very  nice,  not  full 
but  certainly  well  above  average.  A few  hght  lines  on  the  obverse 
perhaps  prevent  a gem  classification,  but  we  feel  this  coin  is  con- 
servatively graded  and  has  the  “flash”  and  frost  of  a much  higher 
graded  coin.  The  obverse  shows  a bit  of  light  peripher.il  toning, 
nice  at  ami’s  length  or  under  a glass,  but  magnified  scrutiny  fails 
to  turn  up  a single  mark  of  importance.  Havnng  seen  our  share 
of  over-graded  early  gold  coins,  not  to  inciirion  pieces  that  are 
accurately  graded  but  somewhat  lifeless,  this  piece  stands  out.

Among  the  Finest  Known 


Lot  1053  1808  Breen-1.  Rarity-4.  MS-63  (NGC).  A lovely,  lustrous 
specimen  of  the  essential  American  rarity  needed  to  complete  a type 
set.  Standing  as  among  the  finest  known,  this  marvelotis  Mint  State 
example  will  be  the  keystone  for  the  cabinet  of  its  next  owner. 

The  overall  aspect  is  very  even  and  pleasing.  The  surfaces 
are  medium  yellow  gold  with  pleasing,  satiny  lustre  across  both 
sides.  Some  light  handling  marks,  and  three  small  nicks  on  the 
cheek  account  for  the  assigned  grade,  and  will  serve  as  ea.sy  in- 
dentifers  in  the  future.  As  is  true  of  all  authentic  examples  of  this 
rarity,  there  are  some  areas  of  light  striking,  mostly  confined  to 
the  peripheral  details  where  the  denticles  are  incomplete  on  the 
obverse  and  the  star  details  are  not  fully  executed.  Accordingly, 
they  are  mentioned  simply  for  completeness  and  have  no  effect 
on  the  value.  The  present  specimen  also  shows  faint  remnants  of 
adjustment  marks  at  the  obverse  rim  from  2:00  to  5:00,  marks  that 
serve  as  a reminder  of  the  “hands-on”  attention  paid  to  coining 
in  the  early  19th  century.  They  are  a result  of  the  process,  and 
thus  are  noted  only  for  the  sake  of  accuracy. 

From  a mintage  of  just  2,710  coins,  we  estimate  that  only 
eight  to  12  exist  today  with  a designation  Mint  State.  Most  of 
these  are  in  lower  numerical  ranges,  MS-60  or  so,  with  a few 
likely  being  more  properly  in  the  AU  category.  A fair  number 
of  coins  described  as  Mint  State  have  appeared  in  sales  over  the 
years,  often  moving  from  one  notable  collection  to  another  and 
reappearing  in  the  auction  venue.  The  number  of  differetit  coins 
that  can  ecjual  or  exceed  the  presently  offered  1808  can  probably 
be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand! 

To  the  above  can  be  added  an  estimated  1 25  to  200  existing  in 
circulated  grades.  However,  our  figure  may  be  overly  generous, 
for  we  note  that  Walter  Breen's  Complete  Encyclopedia  ofU.S.  and 
Colonial  Coins,  1988,  pegs  the  number  as  between  only  35  and 
40  in  all  grades,  from  the  lowest  level  to  Mint  State.  Certification 
data  are  not  of  much  help,  for  the  value  of  an  1808  is  such  that 
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dealers  run  them  in  and  out  of  the  grading  services,  seeking 
ever-higher  listings. 

Wlrile  this  1808  will  be  the  apple  in  the  eye  of  specialists, 
the  greatest  demand  will  come  from  those  seeking  to  complete 
a type  set  of  United  States  coins  of  all  denominations  from 
copper  through  gold.  While  there  are  a number  of  other  scarce 
and  rare  types,  with  notable  competition  being  mounted  by  the 
1796-1797  Draped  Bust  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse  half  dollar 
in  particular,  even  it  does  not  come  close  to  the  1808. 

The  explanation  for  the  low  mintage  of  the  1808  is  given  in 
our  general  introduction  to  quarter  eagles  at  the  beginning  of 
this  section.  Briefly,  in  1808  there  was  a call  for  quarter  eagles, 
and  2,710  were  made,  using  the  Capped  Bust  design  by  John 
Reich  that  had  been  inaugurated  on  the  silver  half  dollar  and 
gold  halt  eagle  in  1807.  After  1808,  there  were  no  other  requests 
for  quarter  eagles,  as  the  half  eagle — the  largest  coin  of  the  realm 
(as  $ 10  coins  had  not  been  struck  since  1804) — fifled  the  bill  for 
a denomination  to  be  used  in  large  transactions  and  in  the  export 
trade.  By  the  time  that  more  quarter  eagles  were  requested,  in 
1821,  the  design  had  been  modified — thus  isolating  the  1808 
as  the  only  year  of  the  Capped  Bust  to  Left  design. 

In  1808  there  was  no  thought  given  to  saving  even  one  speci- 
men of  the  quarter  eagle  for  numismatic  purposes.  The  Mint 
Cabinet  was  not  to  be  formed  until  three  decades  later,  and  no 
record  has  been  located  of  any  musetim  or  individual  with  an 
interest  in  such  pieces.  Accordingly,  the  coins  went  into  circula- 
tion, where  they  eventually  hecame  worn,  were  exported,  or 
melted.

'd  is  left  of  center  over  the  horizontal  fraction  bar  with  its  serif  close  to 
but  not  touching  the  arrow  feather  above.  Branch  has  six  leaves  and  a 
split  bud  (or  berry).  Point  of  middle  arrow  is  below  1 (AMERICA). 
I (PLURIBUS)  below  the  right  foot  of  T (STATES).  Large  2 in  2'A 
has  the  top  left  curiously  curved  down,  with  the  ball  of  the  2 touching 
the  diagonal. 

Characteristics  of  striking  and  die  notes:  On  all  known  speci- 
mens ot  the  1808  quarter  eagle  some  or  most  of  the  border  dentils  are 
missing,  although  the  central  motifs  are  usually  fairly  sharply  struck. 

All  specimens  seen  are  from  a die  which  has  a crack  extending  from 
Miss  Liberty’s  cap.  Apparently,  the  die  broke  very  early  during  the 
striking  process.  However,  only  a few  catalogue  descriptions  mention 
the  break.  Many  if  not  most  1808  quarter  eagles  have  Mint-caused 
adjustment  marks,  these  being  particularly  evident  at  the  border  due 
to  the  usual  indistinct  striking  of  the  dentils  there.

A Remarkable  Specimen  of  a Great  Rarity 
Fewer  than  20  Known 


1074  1841  Proof-40  (PCGS).  How  appropriate  it  is  to  have  this 
specimen  of  the  famed  Little  Princess  in  the  same  sale  as  the 
newly  discovered  1 854-S  quarter  eagle!  Our  consignor  did  not 
know  this  until  we  received  the  coin  and  traced  its  pedigree,  but 
this  is  the  exact  specimen  that  another  non-collecting  family 
found  in  their  possession  in  1961  and  sold  to  Dave  Bowers,  thus 
beginning  its  numismatic  career.  Like  the  Lee  1 854-S  quarter 
eagle  offered  in  the  following  pages,  it  was  the  only  coin  the 
family  owned  and  had  simply  descended  as  an  heirloom  before 
appearing  "out  of  the  woodwork"  in  upstate  New  York  more 
than  four  decades  ago.  Lightning  strikes  twice  it  seems! 

This  coin  is  a pleasant  shade  of  medium  yellow  gold  with 
surfaces  that  reflect  a stay  in  circulation.  Good  lustre  remains, 
especially  on  the  reverse,  and  a trace  of  reflectivity  persists. 
Scattered  surface  marks  are  seen,  including  a shallow  scrape 
off  the  coronet  tip  and  another  under  A ofSTATES.  The  best 
identifier,  and  the  one  that  allowed  us  to  confinn  its  pedigree, 
IS  a nick  at  9;()0  on  the  curse  of  the  G of  C'lF,  which  is  plainly 
seen  in  all  the  photographs  we  have  located  of  this  coin.  Some 
light  granularity  is  present  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse,  and  a 
iiiitiiir  repair  was  apparently  made  under  El)  of  UNITED,  but 
to  no  great  eflect  on  the  coin’s  overall  eye  appeal. 

( )pimon  has  been  divided  on  whether  or  not  all  specimens 
were  stnick  as  Proofs  but  the  fact  that  Mint  Director  James 
R(  . - Snowden  called  the  1841  quarter  eagle  a "patteni"  in  1860 


seems  telling.  Add  to  this  the  technical  evidence,  that  the  reverse 
die  is  shared  with  other  Proof  quarter  eagles  of  the  1 840s,  and  a 
preponderance  of  the  evidence  points  to  original  Proof  striking 
status,  or  perhaps  a very  small  production  of  circulation  strikes 
from  dies  also  used  to  coin  Proof  strikes. 

Regardless,  today  the  issue  is  a classic  rarity,  one  of  the  few 
American  coins  with  a nickname  of  such  saturation  and  rec- 
ognition— the  Little  Princess — that  it  has  become  legendary. 
A study  in  the  Bass  II  sale  counted  17  specimens  including  this 
one.  PCGS  has  certified  specimens  on  eight  occasions,  while 
NGC  records  nine  grading  events.  Considering  that  two  pieces 
are  pennanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  and  the  Con- 
necticut State  Library,  this  certification  data  seems  to  jibe  with 
the  Bass  census.  Ownership  of  any  of  the  17  specimens,  even 
one  which  has  seen  some  time  in  circulation — which  includes 
the  vast  majority  of  those  known — is  a point  of  great  pride.  With 
the  acquisition  of  this  and  the  1 854-S  offered  later,  a burgeoning 
Liberty  quarter  eagle  connoisseur  could  have  a downhill  effort 
towards  completion  of  the  set  as  soon  as  the  sale  was  over!

Faced 
with  this,  after  w'orking  in  mining  and  on  the  railroad,  our 
consignor’s  ancestor  returned  to  China,  only  to  come  back  to 
California  betw'een  1856  and  1 858.  It  was  probably  about  this 
time  that  the  quarter  eagle  was  acquired,  for  a now  unknown 
reason — perhaps  a first  wage,  perhaps  a souvenir  of  the  return, 
or  something  else  entirely.  Whatever  the  coin’s  original  attrac- 
tion, it  was  saved,  passed  down,  cared  for  as  an  artifact  from 
the  days  of  the  family’s  hardest  struggles,  and  descended  to  the 
current  generation  in  an  old  burlap-covered  chest  from  China. 
Filled  with  clothes  and  other  heirlooms,  the  chest  contained 
but  one  coin,  a coin  that  happened  to  be  the  rarest  of  all  U.S. 
quarter  eagles,  with  an  estimated  population  of  fewer  than  a 
dozen  pieces. 

During  the  time  the  coin  was  in  their  care,  the  first  temple 
devoted  to  Taoism  in  northern  California  burned  in  1873,  and 
members  of  the  family  were  among  the  community  that  built  a 
new  temple  in  mid-1873.  Known  as  thejoss  House,  it  has  been 
a California  State  Park  since  1956  when  our  consignor’s  father 
gave  the  building  and  land  to  the  state.  The  consignor's  father, 
successful  and  no  longer  excluded  from  the  fabric  of  California 
society,  wished  to  sec  that  this  s.icrcd  place  rich  with  histi>n 
would  be  preserved  tor  generations  to  come  I le  preserved  the 
rare  i|uarter  eagle  with  a similar  dedication  tv'  lits  own  liistv'iv 
ami  the  interest  of  future  generations 
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Today,  the  coin  is  considered  the  second  iinest  known 
specimen  and  is  in  marvelous  condition.  It  is  an  even  shade 
of  pale  yellow  gold,  with  some  subtle  traces  of  lustre  adhering 
to  design  elements.  Signs  of  circulation  and  light  handling  are 
present  but  none  are  serious.  We  single  out  a short  scratch  off 
the  tip  of  the  coronet  and  some  light  deposits  around  star  1 as 
identifiers.  A clash  mark  from  Liberty’s  neck  is  visible  beneath 
the  eagle  s beak,  also  seen  on  the  Bass  coin.  The  wear  is  even, 
the  strike  is  bold,  and  the  eye  appeal  is  superb.  It  far  outpaces 
the  vast  majority  of  known  specimens,  all  of  which  are  worn 
and  some  of  which  are  in  grades  as  low  as  VG  and  Fine.  Only 
the  Bass  coin,  which  appears  on  the  population  reports  as  both 
an  AU-50  (PCGS)  and  an  AU-53  (NGC) — is  finer  than  this 
new  discovery. 

Compiling  a definitive  listing  of  all  known  1 854-S  quarter 
eagles  is  a challenge,  due  to  poor  photography  in  past  decades, 
changing  appearances  of  certain  specimens,  and  more  misin- 
formation published  than  we  care  to  think  about.  Estimates  in 
recent  times  of  the  total  population  have  ranged  from  eight  coins 
to  as  high  as  1 3.  The  most  recent  auction  appearance  of  a speci- 
men, in  February  2005,  included  a census  that  included  both 
omissions  and  duplications.  Published  material  by  Walter  Breen 
is  ripe  with  errors  and  mis-remembrances.  Perhaps  the  finest 
census  yet  built  is  a little  known  one  authored  by  the  late  Carl 
Carlson  and  published  in  a 1983  Iderbert  Melnick  sale.  At  that 
time,  Carlson  estimated  that  just  eight  examples  were  known, 
fewer  than  Breen’s  guess  of  nine  in  1988  and  equal  to  his  more 
informed  census  counting  eight  specimens  in  1962.  Carlson 
wrote  “though  there  may  be  a couple  of  other  specimens  out 
there,  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  the  total  would  reach  as  high  as  a 
dozen  pieces  in  all  grades,  and  there  is  still  no  indication  of  the 
existence  of  anything  better  than  a borderline  EF.” 

We  have  compiled  the  following  census,  based  on  actual 
comparison  of  plates  and  with  a total  lack  of  guesswork.  Infor- 
mation which  is  not  clearly  provable  is  indicated  as  such,  and 
the  listing  is  not  put  forth  in  any  particular  order  as  we  have  not 
personally  examined  every  piece  noted.

This  coin 
appears  to  be  the  Bell  coin,  Ex  Stack’s  1944,  but  Abe  KosofF,  in  the 
1946  Boyd  catalogue,  suggests  that  they  are  different  coins.  If  so,  the 
relatively  high-grade  Bell  coin  may  be  a duplicate  of  the  Menjou  coin 
(J)  or  the  Atwater  coin  (D).

Bass  coin,  2)  horizontal  scrape  above  eagle  and  3)  could  have  been 
sold  in  this  period  and  stayed  ofi'the  market  for  years  is:  the  Norweb 
coin,  #7  above.

M.  The  coin  presented  here,  never  before  offered. 

We  have  shown  precisely  13  pedigree  strings.  Of  those,  B 
almost  has  to  duplicate  another  listing  but  has  no  photographic 
evidence  to  prove  which  one.  F is  a lone  appearance  with  a bad 
photo  and  is  also  likely  a duplicate.  The  J listing  for  Menjou  is 
probably  the  same  as  the  Norweb  coin,  again  without  a photo 
to  prove  it.  This  leaves  a probable  population  of  exactly  10 
specimens,  not  a foolproof  accounting,  but  the  best  estimate 
we  are  able  to  discern. 

There  is  no  greater  rarity  in  the  entire  U.S.  quarter  eagle 
series  than  the  1 854-S.  Only  two  regular  issue  gold  coins  have 
lower  mintages,  the  1875  S5  and  1875  SIO,  but  both  have 
high-survivorship  Proofs  to  help  fill  collector  demand.  With 
a probable  population  of  just  10  pieces,  the  1 854-S  quarter 
eagle  outpaces  some  of  the  most  famous  and  expensive  rarities 
in  American  numismatics.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that,  as  we  have 
shown,  most  of  the  known  specimens  are  in  very  low  grades, 
and  this  coin  takes  on  a whole  new  magic. 

When  we  met  C.L.  Lee  in  San  Francisco,  she  knew  that 
the  coin  she  owned  was  very  special,  not  just  for  its  rarity  and 
price,  but  for  what  it  represented  to  her.  The  coin  is  a golden 
manifestation  of  the  legacy  of  the  generation  that  first  came 
to  California,  a distinctive  provenance  that  means  as  much 
as  an  Eliasberg  or  Norweb  or  Newcomer  pedigree  though 
in  a decidedly  different  way.  Perhaps  most  remarkable  is 
the  fact  that  this  important  1 854-S  quarter  eagle  rarity  was 
“born”  in  San  Francisco,  where  it  recently  resurfaced,  and  has 
spent  its  entire  1 5 1 year  history — except  for  a short  vacation 
in  Wolfeboro,  NH,  this  summer — in  northern  California, 
and  that  its  destiny  has  brought  it  back  to  California  for  its 
auction  debut. 

The  purchaser  of  this  coin  will  gain  not  only  the  remark.tble 
laurel  of  being  the  first  collector  to  ever  include  it  in  a cabinet 
of  rarities,  but  also  the  responsibility  to  care  for  a unique  piece 
of  American  history.  We  are  delighted  to  have  learned  the  C.L. 

Lee  story,  and  we  are  equally  thrilled  to  be  able  to  introduce 
this  important  coin  to  a numismatic  audience  for  the  ver\-  first 
time.

San  Francisco  Mint  Coinage  (1854) 

History  and  Commentary 

The  first  coinage  dies  shipped  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  on  March  15,  1854,  along  with  some  supplemental 
machinery.  By  the  end  of  the  same  month  the  staff  positions  had  been 
filled,  including  over  a dozen  ladies  who  were  to  adjust  the  weights  of 
gold  coin  planchets  by  placing  them  on  scales  and  filing  away  any  e.xcess 
metal.  Close  to  70  people  were  on  the  staff  on  opening  day. 

On  April  3 the  first  deposit  of  gold  was  received.  On  April  15th, 
the  first  coins  were  struck,  double  eagles  of  the  federal  design  and 
with  a distinctive  S mintmark.  Superintendent  L.A.  Birdsall  sent  the 
hrst  one,  a glittering  brilliant  mirror-surface  Proof,  to  Philadelphia  for 
the  .Mint  Cabinet. 

From  the  outset  the  new  mint  emphasized  the  coinage  ofgold.  After 
this  year  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  which  had  considered  Cahfomia  gold 
to  be  largely  a nuisance,  was  relieved  of  large  amounts  of  coinage  of 
this  metal.  In  general,  gold  coins  from  California  metal  were  struck  at 
San  Francisco,  while  quantities  of  unparted  gold  desired  to  be  refined 
into  high-quality  bars  were  shipped  to  the  New  York  City  Assay  Office 
which  also  opened  this  year. 

The  first  delivery  of  coins  bearing  S mintmarks  took  place  on  April 
19  and  consisted  of  S2.50,  $5,  SIO,  and  S20  denominations.  Gold  SI 
pieces  were  first  delivered  later  in  April.  By  the  end  of  the  month  all 
current  gold  denominations  had  been  made,  save  for  the  $3  (which 
would  not  be  struck  until  1855). 

However,  it  was  soon  learned  that  nearly  all  depositors  preferred 
the  larger  values,  and  later  production  emphasized  SIC)  and  S20  coins. 
It  is  to  be  recalled  that  at  the  time  there  was  no  paper  money  in  use 
in  California  or  elsewhere  along  the  Pacific  Coast,  thus  placing  an 
inordinate  pressure  and  demand  on  the  S2()  double  eagle  to  facilitate 
large  transactions  and  to  simplify  the  counting  of  large  reserves.  A local 
craftsman  supplied  small  wooden  bo.xes  to  the  Mint,  suiuible  for  steamer 
shipments  ot  S20  coins,  these  being  the  denomination  of  choice  for 
export  to  the  East  Coast. 

Even  though  the  SIO  and  S20  denominations  were  appreciated 
by  those  dealing  in  large  sums  of  money,  these  coins  did  little  to  help 
everyday  transactions  in  local  channels  of  commerce.  Accordingly, 
it  seems  that  the  private  coinage  of  tiny  gold  25c.  50c,  and  SI  coins 
proliferated,  although  contemporary  information  concerning  small 
denomination  gold  pieces  is  scarce.  Meanwhile,  Spanish-American 
silver  coins  were  dominant  in  smaller  change,  down  to  and  including 
the  tamiliar  two-reals  or  "two  bits”  piece  wonh  25c.  The  situation  was 
helped  somewhat  when  "quite  a lot  ot  silver  coins  were  shipped  from 
the  East  Coast.’  By  1854,  both  the  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans 
mints  had  struck  millions  ot  new.  lighter-weight  sih'er  coins  after  the 
standard  ot  February  21,  1853.  Presumably,  most  coins  shipped  west 
were  ot  the  quarter  and  half  dollar  denominations,  as  there  was  little 
call  for  smaller  pieces. 

A lively  trade  in  gold  bars  involved  banks  and  merchants  who  desired 
these  not  for  local  commerce,  but  for  shipment  by  sea  to  New  York, 
London,  or  other  financial  centers.  In  addition  to  the  activities  of  the 
local  Mint,  several  large  pnvate  firms  advertised  to  deliver  gold  bars  at 
prices  competitive  wath  the  Mint,  and  sometimes  more  quickly. 

The  large  octagonal  S50  gold  coins,  minted  in  San  Francisco  by 
Augustus  Humbert  and  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  in  1 85 1 
and  1852.  were  becoming  scarce  in  commercial  channels  by  1854, 
although  the  very  occasional  piece  was  seen  as  late  as  the  early  I86()s. 
In  March  1854  the  local  merchants  petitioned  Congress  to  authorize 
the  soon-to-bc-opened  San  Francisco  Mint  to  make  coins  of  the  S5<) 
denomination,  ag.im  because  there  were  no  paper  notes  in  circulation 
for  isc  in  large  traiiuctions  In  keeping  with  tradition  that  dated  back 
to  the  v-rv  loundmg  ot  the  state,  legislators  in  Washington.  I).C., 


ignored  the  plea. 

In  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  1854.  pro- 
duction seems  to  have  gone  smoothly  and  according  to  expectations. 

Director  Snowden’s  Comments: 

Among  the  denominations  struck  by  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  the 
S20  was  the  most  important.  In  the  1 854 .4  timial  Report  of  the  Director  of 
the  Mint,  James  Ross  Snowden  commented  on  the  popularity  of  that 
denomination: 

Depositors  ot  large  amounts  jofbullion]  call  for  coin  in  a form  which  gives  the 
least  trouble  to  count;  and  banking  institutions,  in  addition  to  that,  may  prefer  it  in 
a form  not  likely  to  be  drawn  out.  Many  [of  the  general  public]  who  present  their 
checks  at  these  institutions  would  doubtless  ask  for  specie,  but  arc  deterred  tfoni 
doing  so  by  the  expectation  of  receiving  double  eagles  instead  of  half  or  quarter 
eagles.  In  a word,  the  plain  effect  of  issuing  gold  coin  of  a large  size  is  to  keep 
dowai  the  circulation  of  specie  and  increase  the  use  of  paper  money.  This  remark, 
of  course,  does  not  apply  to  such  localities  where  paper  money  is  prohibited-as,  for 
example,  in  the  state  of  Califomia-becausc  in  such  cases  the  different  currencies 
cannot  come  in  conflict

Unparted  bars  were  assayed  and  stamped  with  their  gold  content, 
weight,  and  value.  Fine  bars  were  refined  to  above  990  purity  by 
extracting  silver  and  other  namral  alloys.  Such  bars  were  intended  for 
wholesale,  bulk  commercial,  or  export  purposes  and  were  not  used  as 
a medium  of  exchange.  In  addition  to  the  preceding,  in  any  given  year  ■ 

many  900  fine  (coinage  standard)  bars  were  made  for  use  within  the  I 

Mint,  for  reduction  on  the  rolling  miD  to  create  planchet  strips.  j 

In  the  1854  Animal  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  James  Ross  ) 
Snowden  noted  that  in  recent  times  depositors  of  bullion  who  w'anted  j 
to  export  gold  to  London  and  other  overseas  centers  desired  bars,  while 
depositors  who  wanted  to  use  the  proceeds  domestically  requested 
coins. 

Mints  Use  California  Gold 

1854:  Total  California  gold  metal  production:  $69,433,931;  of  this 
figure,  the  amount  used  for  coinage  was  as  follows: 

San  Francisco  Mint  use  of  California  gold:  $10,842,281. 

Philadelphia  Mint  use  of  California  gold;  $35,671,185. 

Charlotte  Mint  use  of  California  gold:  $6,328. 

Dahlonega  Mint  use  of  California  gold:  $21 1,169.  This  constituted 
75%  of  the  metal  used  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint  this  year.  This  is  the  last 
of  four  years  in  which  California  gold  was  the  main  source  of  supply 
for  this  facility.

This  represents  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  New  York  City  Assay 
Office.  After  this  time,  much  gold  bullion  that  otherwise  w'ould  have 
gone  to  Philadelphia  was  processed  in  New  York  into  bars,  a favorite  1 
form  of  gold  for  overseas  shipments.  • 

Description  of  the  New  Mint 

The  Sacramento  Union,  January  11,  1854,  gave  a view  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  facilities  then  in  the  process  of  being  completed: 

The  California  Mint  will  be  rc.idy  for  delivery  to  the  government  in  February. 

It  will  be  capable  of  coining  $11K),00(),I)IKI  per  annum.  The  machinery  is  of  the 
most  approved  style  and  finish,  and  the  house  adapted  in  every  respect  to  receive 
and  sustain  the  weight  and  force  exerted  by  the  working  of  the  powertiil  engine 
which  impels  it.  It  will  be  proof  against  thieves  and  fire. 

There  are  three  tubular  boilers,  eight  feet  long  by  four  feet  diameter.  The 
bed-plate  ot  the  engine  is  solid  iron,  and  weighs  about  four  and  a quarter  tons. 

The  fly  wheel  is  1 5 feet  in  diameter  and  of  great  weight.  The  engine  is  55  horse 
power.  The  machinery  is  represented  as  the  most  perfect  that  could  be  made.  The 
press  for  stnking  the  com  exerts  a pressure  of  many  tons,  and  turns  out  76  coins  per 
minute.  In  coining  double  eagles,  it  wall  turn  out  SSkl.lHKIper  hour.  The  Mint  wall 
be  perfect  in  all  its  appointments  for  assayang.  refining,  and  in  all  other  particulars, 
for  coming  gold  and  silver  of  every  denomination ...

Apnl  3.  1854  [marked  the]  opening,  for  business  purpsises,  olihe  Mint  I he 
bill  by  the  United  States  govemmem  for  the  establishment  of  this  niush-iircslesl, 
long  l<xiked-for  institution,  slates  so  tiir  has  k as  |uK  t.

It  is  6(1  feet  square  and  three 
stories  high,  it  is  built  ot  brick,  covered  with  a tine  cement,  and  is  thoroughly 
tlrcproof.  The  machinery  is  of  the  newest,  finest  and  strongest  kind  used  in  such 
establishments.  This  Mint  can  coin,  in  gold,  about  ,30  millions  of  dollars  yearly, 
m different  kinds  of  pieces,  or  nearly  S 1 011,01)0  daily.  The  silver  coinage  produced 
by  it  will  be  comparatively  small. 

On  March  28,  1854,  the  Alta  Ciiiijomia  printed  a lengthy  feature 
about  the  processes  at  tlie  Mint,  including  this: 

I After  gold  is  refined  and  made  into  ingots  or  bars,  the  bars  arc  made  thinner 
by  running  them  through  a rolling  mill.  1 The  bar.  not  quite  so  thick  as  the  coin,  is 
taken  thence  to  the  cutting  machine,  which,  by  a punch  cuts  out  from  the  bar  round 
pieces — These  pieces  are  called  blank.s.  The  blanks  are  carried  to  the  Annealing 
Room  and  washed  with  soap  and  water.  They  arc  then  taken  to  the  Adjusting 
Room.  Here  each  blank  is  weighed  separately,  and  made  the  exact  weight  for  the 
com.  It  too  heavy,  the  blank  is  hied  down;  if  too  light,  it  is  thrown  into  a box  to 
be  remclted.  The  work  in  this  room  is  done  entirely  by  ladies. 

The  adjusted  blanks  arc  run  through  the  milling  machine,  which  compresses 
the  blank  to  the  exact  diameter  ot  the  coin  and  raises  the  edge.  The  purpose  of 
making  the  edge  thicker  is  to  make  the  coin  pile  neatly,  to  protect  the  figures,  and 
to  improve  the  general  appearance.  About  250  blanks  arc  milled  in  a minute. 

The  milled  blanks  arc  carried  back  to  the  Annealing  Room,  placed  in  an 
airtight  cast  iron  box  and  placed  in  the  tumacc  to  be  annealed,  so  that  they  may 
take  the  impression  well.  When  they  are  at  a cherry  red  they  are  taken  out  and 
poured  immediately  into  water  with  a little  sulfuric  acid.  This  softens  and  cleans 
the  gold.  The  blanks  are  taken  out,  washed  with  cold  water,  put  into  hot  water 
again,  taken  out,  mixed  in  with  sawdust,  which  is  then  sifted  off  and  the  blanks 
arc  dry  and  perfectly  clean. 

They  are  again  taken  to  the  Coining  and  Milling  Room  and  stamped.  The 
coining  machine  is  elegant  and  massive.  The  blanks  arc  placed  in  a mbc  or  pipe, 
and  from  this  the  machine  takes  them  one  by  one.  puts  them  between  dies,  stamps 
them,  throws  them  out  of  the  die  and  carries  them  down  in  a box. 

They  are  then  delivered  to  the  treasurer  and  are  ready  for  circulation.  Such  are 
the  main  features  of  the  process....  The  difference  between  the  United  States  coin 
[made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint]  and  the  California  coin  is  that  the  latter  is  alloyed 
with  silver,  the  former  with  copper.  The  California  gold  contains  a good  deal  of 
silver,  and  it  is  troublesome  and  expensive  to  separate  it  from  the  gold:  besides,  it 
is  more  difficult  to  make  a copper  than  a silver  alloy.  The  California  coin  being 
one-tenth  silver,  is  worth  more  than  the  United  States  coin,  and  a premium  is 
paid  for  it  at  the  United  States  mints.  There  is  about  750  worth  of  silver  in  SI  00 
of  California  gold  coin.  The  copper  is  a much  better  alloy,  being  harder,  more 
durable  and  more  beautiful. 

All  the  machinery  is  of  the  best  quality,  having  been  manufactured  under  the 
supervision  of  George  Eckfeldt,  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

Behind  the  Scenes  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
Hewston’s  Correspondence 

In  1854 John  C.  Hewston,Jr.,  in  San  Francisco,  corresponded  with 
James  C.  Booth,  melter  and  refiner  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  A few 
excerpts  from  a much  larger  file  are  given  here: 

Hewston  to  Booth,  April  15,  1854 

Affairs  at  the  Mint 

. . .The  Mint  was  started  on  the  3rd  April.  I recommended  the  superintendent 
to  get  some  gold  from  Page,  Bacon  & Co  and  put  it  through  the  Mint,  then  open 
for  deposits,  but  we  must  start  on  the  3rd  April  although  all  the  mechanics  were 
not  through  their  work. 

Gold  came  in  pretty  fast  for  2 or  3 days  but  the  assaycr  made  no  assays.  1 st,  his 
muffle  furnaces  would  not  draw-then  they  were  altered  then  they  literally  melted 
the  furnaces  and  muffles.  Then  someone  stole  his  comets  (I  do  not  believe  it).  He 
got  an  iron  safe  then-and  after  the  delay  of  a week  he  made  assay  returns.  1 am  of 
opinion  that  the  delays  were  made  for  the  sake  of  practice.  I am  perfectly  satisfied 
that  when  he  began  he  knew  nothing  about  the  minutiae  of  the  work  and  it  fell 
to  my  lot  to  inform  him  of  the  minutiae  which  I would  not  have  attempted  to 
perform  myself  previously. 

The  assistant  assaycr  is  a tolerable  assayer  (1  think)  and  as  Haraszthy  and  his 
assistant  make  separate  assays  of  the  same  piece  and  do  not  report  unless  they 
agree  exactly  I think  they  will  do  well  after  having  such  a time.  1 have  privately 
had  some  of  the  chips  assayed  at  a private  assay  office.  One  was  2 thousands  lower 
than  Haraszthy  reported.  1 will  send  by  this  mail  one  or  two  chips  to  you  through 
Dr.  Birdsall.... 

By  rigging  a temporary  apparatus  for  boiling  and  washing  the  gold  filters  by 
bailing  hot  HO  into  them  I succeeded  in  getting  my  first  gold  992  which  was 
soon  transferred  into  toughened  bars  and  finally  into  ingots.  My  first  melt  of 
ingots  was  90016,  the  second  900.  preferring  to  condemn  the  90016.  Today  they 
arc  exactly  900.... 

Hewston  to  Booth,  May  15,  1854 

Refinery  Working  Well 

I always  promise  myself  a long  talk  with  you  about  matters  out  here  but  mail 
days  arrive  without  my  having  written  anything  and  the  last  moment  finds  me 
in  a great  liurry  and  leaving  unsaid  many  things  that  was  my  intention  to  say.  I 
suppose  Mr.  Eckfeldt  has  given  you  an  account  of  our  operations  here  and  man- 


ner of  pcrfonnmg  them.  So  far  the  refinery  works  well.  1 have  not  had  any  gold 
that  was  not  over  990.  1 find  in  this  morning's  paper  the  enclosed  notice  of  the 
operation  of  this  mint.  It  is  very  nearly  correct  and  will  give  you  a good  idea  of 
the  work  of  the  refinery. 

1 wrote  by  last  mail  to  Col  Snowden  sending  him  my  accounts  for  employment 
previous  to  my  appointment  together  with  the  cost  of  traveling  to  C^alifornia.... 

Hewston  to  Booth.  June  1,  1854 

Mint  Pays  Bills  Slowly 

...The  mail  arrived  here  today  \sithout  bringing  any  relief  The  men  are  only 
paid  for  !6  April  not  a cent  for  May.  The  ofticers  cannot  get  the  first  cent. 

The  Mint  is  going  entirely  on  trust  with  many  noisy  duns  at  her  doors  every 
day.  As  the  legal  rate  of  interest  here  is  5 percent  per  month.  The  practice  in  all 
branches  of  business  is  to  render  weekly  or  biweekly  bills-on  longer  times  than  two 
weeks  interest  is  expected  so  you  can  im.agine  the  fix  we  are  in. 

I have  had  a screw  press  constructed  to  press  the  gold  and  silver  in  the  refinery. 

It  makes  the  cakes  6 inches  diameter  by  216  to  3 in  thick  and  quite  as  solid  as  your 
hydraulic  cake.  The  screw  is  full  as  quick  but  the  amount  of  carbon  is  an  objec- 
tion 1 am  perfectly  delighted  with  the  operation  of  it  however  as  it  is  something 
original  and  was  the  subject  of  many  doubts  to  everyone  but  myself  I will  send 
you  a drawing  of  It... 

Kellogg  & Hewston  Partnership  Formed 

Important  to  the  sequence  of  correspondence  was  the  establishment 
ot  Kellogg  &:  Hewston,  a partnership  which  operated  a laboratory'  for 
the  analysis  of  minerals,  soil,  ores,  and  metals.  Hewston  performed  the 
chemical  analyses,  while  assaying  of  gold  was  conducted  bvjohn  Glover 
Kellogg.  The  facility  was  located  at  104  Montgomery  Street,  upstairs 
above  Lucas,  Turner  &’  Co. 

A notice  in  Alta  California,  June  5,  1854,  noted  in  part: 

The  chemical  examinations  will  be  made  by  Mr.  Hewston  personally,  and 
the  public  may  feel  confidence  in  their  accuracy  from  his  cxpenence  in  ciiemical 
operations,  having  been  for  the  past  four  years  the  assistant  of  Professor  J.C.  Booth . 
in  his  Chemical  Laboratory  in  Pliiladelphia. 

Mr.  Kellogg  has  been  engaged  in  the  operations  of  gold  working  and  the 
assaying  of  gold  for  the  last  five  years  in  California,  and  will  devote  his  attention 
to  tliat  branch  of  the  business. 

It  thus  seems  that  Hewston.  while  employed  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  had 
a beneficial  interest  in  a private  partnership  engaged  in  the  competitive  business 
of  gold  assaying.  Such  activity  by  Hewston  was  not  reflected  in  his  continuing 
correspondence  with  Booth,  as  quoted  below. 

Hewston  to  Booth,  August  16,  1854 

Personnel  Problems 

...The  men  were  very  much  disappointed  at  not  getting  extra  pay.  john 
Monroe  was  in  the  refinery  dmnk  yesterday  and  left  early  in  the  morning  without 
pennission.  No  one  knew  that  I had  noticed  or  missed  him  until  he  was  refused 
pennission  to  enter  this  morning  at  7.  I intend  to  punish  him  for  a time  and  on 
repetition  discharge  him.  The  men  think  he  is  now  discharged  and  several  of  them 
have  pled  for  him  and  oftered  if  he  was  restored  to  refomi  him.  I have  not  given 
any  of  them  satisfaction. 

I had  to  take  Fisher  down  pretty  sharply  a short  time  ago.  He  is  an  exceedingly 
cunning  and  bad  tempered  man.  However.  I have  managed  to  make  him  know 
his  place  and  keep  it  too.  I think  all  the  men  have  made  up  their  minds  that  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  tricks  can’t  be  carried  out  here.  I have  a great  deal  of  trouble  udth 
the  water  used  to  wash  the  gold  but  I do  get  more  than  one  run. . .below  991 . 

Recovering  Gold 

...There  is  a small  patent  gold  washer  on  exhibition  here.  I put  some  of 
the  sweep  (about  40  lb.)  through  it  and  got  more  gold  from  it  than  by  any  other 
method.  It  separated  gold  chat  would  pass  through  No.  120  sieve;  it  was  almost 
impalpable  powder.  The  floating  gold  is  saved  at  the  same  time.  I feel  confident 
that  our  assayers  know  nothing  or  at  least  are  inexperienced  in  this  sweep  matter. 

If  you  can’t  send  me  some  receipts  or  information  please  do  it  even  in  regard  to 
the  assayers’  part. 

The  New  Almadcn  mineral  spring  water  analyzed  by  Hewston  & Co  is  now 
making  quite  a stir  in  the  bar  rooms  and  expects  to  take  the  place  of  Congress  water. 

I have  charged  S 1 0 heretofore  but  have  raised  the  price  of  analysis. . . . 

Hewston  to  Booth,  August  31,  1854 

Wages  at  the  Mint 

...1  believe  the  “Know  Nothings”  will  carr\’  the  elections  here  ns  well  as  in 
Philadelphia.  There  is  a very  strong  party  in  the  Mint  called  “Nare  a Reds.”  The 
last  month’s  wages  are  only  half  paid  and  the  prospect  is  that  the  August  pay  will 
be  minus. 

rhe  news  of  the  late  steamer  is  that  the  pay  of  the  clerks  of  the  Mint  and  Sub 
treasury  has  been  increased  to  S3, 000.  The  officers  remain  at  rhe  same  p.ty-so  that 
the  working  ofticers  of  this  Mint  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  smallest  pav 
of  all  the  employees. 

Fkir  the  extra  pay  of  many  of  the  men  makes  their  pay  equal  to  that  of  the

hciiis  of  the  JepdTtinentv  I have  been  offered  S6.<MX)  to  leave  the  Mint  and  go 
into  pnvate  buMness.  I could  establish  a refinery  pnvately  here  that  would  leave 
the  Mint  little  or  nothing  to  do. 

Kellogg  Mentioned 

Bankers  and  others  here  have  more  confidence  in  private  individuals  than  in 
the  Ea.stem  States.  Mr.  Kellogg  in  his  assay  office  continues  his  coinage  of  unrt'rtned 
gold,  and  I believe  puts  out  as  much  as  this  Mint. 

Our  coinage  this  month  will  amount  to  S1.()52.2(M).  That  1 think  is  a laigc 
amount  ot  work  lor  the  means  at  my  dispt^sal  with  the  constant  draw’backs.  I have 
had  two  runs  entirely  spoiled  so  that  the  gold  had  to  be  regranulated  on  account 
ot  bad  acid  and  water. 

Part  of  the  month  I made  three  runs  per  week  and  with  6 men  in  the  refiner^' 
pressed  all  the  gold  and  silver  by  the  screw  press.  1 can  do  nothing  scarcely  to  im- 
prove or  alter  so  as  to  save  labor-as  the  supenntendent  is  so  penunous  and  jealous 
ot  every  cent  that  is  spent,  hie  thinks  everybody  is  making  percentages  out  of  every 
ounce  that  is  purchased  or  made.  He  is  a partner  in  the  acid  manufactory,  which 
IS  a great  reason  of  the  trouble  I have  with  them. 

Problems  with  Superintendent  Birdsall 

The  superintendent  makes  all  contracts  and  half  the  time  buys  things  not 
fit  to  be  used,  then  endeavors  to  throw  the  blame  on  someone  else.  1 gave  him  a 
memorandum  today  of  things  needed  in  my  department.  Our  present  stock  of  zinc 
will  not  last  a month-whai  to  do  w’hen  it  is  out  I know  not  for  it  is  not  likely  that 
W’c  can  purchase  any  amount  here  even  of  inferior  quality.  Our  copper  is  nearly 
out.  These  things  would  not  occur  if  the  bills  of  lading  were  given  to  me  when 
articles  amve  and  I had  control  of  them  entirely. 

I have  been  tempted  several  times  to  inquire  from  the  director  how  far  each 
officer  was  supreme  in  his  own  department.  There  is  a special  agent  of  the  govern- 
ment making  close  investigations  into  every  department  of  government  offices 
here.  Me  produced  great  revelations  in  the  Custom  House  here.  He  is  now  in 
Oregon  and  will  take  up  the  Mint  in  a few  weeks.  Maj.  Snyder  our  Treasurer  says 
he  is  an  upright  intelligent  man  and  is  detennined  to  know  all  the  minutiae  of  the 
work  in  every  department  of  government  w'hcn  he  comes  here.  I intend  to  assist 
him  to  a clear  view  as  1 sec  it. 


Iridium  in  Gold  Deposits 

A letter  was  received  from  the  Director  with  regard  to  irridium  (5if)  -one 
paragraph  stated  that  the  bar  containing  imdium  was  handed  to  the  Melcer  and 
Refiner  and  refined  by  the  HCL  and  NOS  process  and  the  fine  gold  bar  returned 
was  given  to  the  depositor  as  the  value  of  his  deposit.  The  next  day  there  were  14 
deposits  not  reported  on  account  of  irridium  and  course  the  Melter  and  Refiner 
was  going  to  refine  each  one  although  I have  but  1 1 pots  in  all.  However  in  about 
a week  they  had  about  UK)  deposits  in  the  same  list  and  by  that  time  they  began  to 
understand  what  the  letter  meant  and  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  refine  them. 
All  bars  that  go  out  from  the  Mint  containing  irridium  had  IIUUDIUM  stamped 
on  them  as  well  as  the  gold  and  silver  contained.. . . 

Gold  Bars 

When  wc  started  this  Mint  and  the  water  proved  to  be  bad  1 of  course  sug- 
gested your  process.  The  manufacturers  of  acid  finding  that  they  could  make  more 
money  furnishing  HCL  and  copperas  were  very  anxious  and  although  1 told  them 
I did  not  think  it  would  be  adopted,  neglected  to  send  for  a supply  of  bottles-thc 
result  is  they  cannot  make  acid  as  fast  as  I want  it. . . 

1 have  kept  an  account  of  the  amount  of  ingots,  tops,  grs. , filings,  etc. , resulting 
from  each  day’s  work  and  find  sometimes  that  the  loss  is  very  great.  In  making  3 
to  4 melts  the  loss  has  been  from  2 to  25  ounces.  The  toughened  bars  frequently 
contain  water  from  some  of  the  copper  may  bum  out  but  the  loss  frequently  is 
greater  than  1 can  account  for.  Even  in  clippings  I have  had  it  as  high  as  1 5 oz. 
What  is  your  experience  on  this  point?. . . How  long  do  you  pass  your  fine  gold  as 
a minimum?  Once  1 made  toughened  bars  with  983  and  once  with  985.  All  the 
others  33  in  number  have  been  900  or  above.  Some  of  them  994  & 994V^.  The 
average  is  992!^. 

I am  told  you  have  new  anthracite  furnaces.  Does  the  blast  enter  below  the 
grate  or  above?  Please  ask  Taylor  to  send  me  a description  or  a descriptive  drawing 
of  them . . . Have  you  succeeded  in  analyzing  the  piece  of  ore  I sent  you?

The  demand  for  circulation  strike  quarter  eagles  in  1868  was  very 
small,  as  such  pieces  did  not  circulate  at  face  value  in  either  the  East  or 
Midwest.  A depositor  of  gold  could  obtain  them  on  request,  but  the 
amount  of  metal  that  was  involved  was  significantly  more  than  S2.5() 
based  on  current  market  price.  This  premium  on  gold  continued,  but 
diminished,  through  early  December  1878. 

Quarter  eagles  of  this  and  other  dates  were  struck  in  Prtxrf  fomiat 
for  collectors.  Circulation  strikes  were  not  carefully  preserved,  and 
today  most  pieces,  when  they  can  be  found  at  all,  are  apt  to  show 
circulation.

It  was  President  Theodore  Roosevelt’s  original  intention  that  the 
quarter  eagle  and  half  eagle  be  redesigned  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens, 
but  the  sculptor  died  on  August  3,  1907,  by  which  time  plans  for  the 
magnificent  $10  and  $20  were  nearly  complete,  but  not  much  had 
been  done  on  other  denominations.  The  original  commission  called 
for  revision  of  all  values  from  the  cent  upward,  but  Saint-Gaudens  con- 
centrated on  the  $ 1 0 and  $20  as  the  first  order  of  business.  Through  the 
connection  ofWilliam  Sturgis  Bigelow  the  talents  ofBela  Lyon  Pratt,  a 


Massachusetts  sculptor,  were  ttippcd,  apparently  without  much  involve- 
ment by  the  president.  Pratt  created  a new  motif,  artistic  enough,  with 
the  designs  and  lettering  incuse  or  recessed  in  the  planchet.  rather  than 
being  in  relief,  making  the  field  the  highest  part.  The  idea  of  an  incu‘ 
coin  was  hardly  new  and,  in  fact,  had  been  employed  in  ancient  times, 
not  to  overlook  scattered  use  as  part  of  the  design  of  various  U.S  ■ oins 
(not  the  design  itself  but  simply  an  element,  such  as  SEl  )AL1  A incused 
on  the  reverse  of  the  1921  Missouri  commemorative  half  dollar). 

The  Pratt  idea  proved  to  be  feasible  from  a coinage  viewpoint,  and 
no  account  has  been  found  of  any  difticulties  in  striking.  However, 
it  is  quite  curious  that  for  the  several  issues  of  the  S2.50  and  $5  with 
inmtmarks,  the  D or  S was  stamped  into  the  die  in  the  normal  man- 
ner, making  it  relief  or  raised  on  the  coins  surface,  completely  out  of 
keeping  with  the  artistic  style.  The  rim  treatment  of  quarter  eagles  of 
the  Pratt  design  varies  from  quite  flat  to  having  a slightly  raised  rim  all 
around.  Numismatically  the  idea  brought  problems  inasmuch  as  a slight 
amount  of  handling,  jostling  in  a cloth  bag,  or  circulation  resulted  in  a 
large  amount  of  marks  and  scutfing,  the  fields  not  being  protected  from 
such  damage.  As  a result,  today  true  gems  classified  as  MS-65  or  higher 
are  quite  scarce  for  nearly  all  issues  and  are  quite  rare  for  others.

It  was  common  for  tellers  to  charge 
a dime  or  a quarter  premium.  Finally,  in  1929  the  denomination  was 
last  coined.  When  President  Roosevelt  and  his  advisors  contemplated 
gold  policy  in  1933  and  1934  they  specifically  excluded  quarter  eagles 
from  being  called  in,  as  each  and  every  quarter  eagle  was  recognized  as 
having  significant  numismatic  value,  a distinction  not  conferred  upon 
the  $5  which  also  had  been  discontinued  in  1 929,  but  which  throughout 
the  decade  had  been  available  for  face  value.

One  of  America’s  Most  Popular  Rarities

e.xaniple  of  the  famed  Stella,  popular  with  collectors  when  new 
and  no  less  popular  now.

The  strike  is 
better  than  often  seen,  with  only  minor  flatness  in  the  hair  but 
nice  delineation  of  each  divisible  hair  strand.

Some  veiy’  light 
hairlines  account  for  the  grade  as  assigned,  with  a single  tiny 
coiiuct  point  in  the  left  reverse  field  noted,  and  some  natural 
scattered  lint  marks  and  planchet  chips  seen  under  good  mag- 
nification. The  overall  eye  appeal  is,  in  a word,  gorgeous — this 
piece  looks  like  a Stella  should,  and  can  be  proudly  displayed 
amidst  pieces  ot  this  type  in  any  grade.  The  devices  are  finely 
frosted  on  both  sides  and  stand  out  in  excellent  contrast  to  the 
reflective  fields. 


Ownership  of  a Flowing  Hair  Stella  has  long  been  a point 
of  great  pride  for  numismatists,  independent  of  other  collecting 
goals.  Some,  on  the  basis  of  its  unique  denomination,  choose 
to  place  one  in  a type  set,  while  others  include  one  (or  a few) 
Stellas  in  a collection  of  pattern  coinage.  The  greater  collection 
almost  doesn’t  matter,  as  eveiy'one  loves  a Stella,  and  we  have 
known  collectors  who  do  not  own  another  gold  coin  or  pattern 
who  have  pursued  and  purchased  a Stella  just  because  they  liked 
it!  With  a great  story,  both  in  terms  of  international  coinage 
proposals  and  the  rumored  distribution  of  pieces  to  various 
Congressmen’s  female  associates  of  dubious  distinction,  the 
Stella  is  wrapped  up  in  history  and  romance  unlike  any  other 
issue.  This  piece  has  been  nicely  cared  for,  looks  highly  attrac- 
tive, and  will  no  doubt  find  a very  happy  home  with  a private 
collector  who  has  always  wanted  to  own  this  dramatic  rarity.

HALF  EAGLES 

Halt  eagles  are  the  single  most  complex  and  extensive  series  in  Ameri- 
can gold  coinage  and  also  the  most  rarity-laden.  In  the  works  is  a superb 
study  not  only  on  this  denomination  but  on  $2.50  and  $ 1 0 pieces,  all  gold 
coins  of  the  early  era  1795-1834.  The  author  is  John  Dannreuther,  and 
the  work  is  co-written  in  a w,ay  with  the  late  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  asJ.D. 
used  the  detailed  notes  from  Harry’s  personal  records.  Each  variety  will  be 
described  in  exquisite  detail,  and  illustrated,  this  with  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  private  cabinets,  and  others.  The  book 
will  be  issued  by  Whitman  Publishing  LLC  and  no  doubt  will  take  its 
place  as  an  essential  reference.  The  introduction  is  by  Dave  Bowers.  We 
understand  that  2006  is  the  anticipated  publication  date. 

In  our  present  catalogue  we  offer  a varied  selection  of  half  eagles, 
commencing  with  several  varieties  of  the  first  year  of  issue,  1795.  It  seems 
that  in  this  particular  year  the  Mint  set  about  making  many  obverse  and

reverse  dies,  more  than  it  could  possibly  use,  but  constituting  a reserve 
that  would  be  employed  for  years  afterward,  indeed  as  late  as  1798.  Lins 
particular  year  has  been  the  object  of  study  for  several  students  in  the 
past,  perhaps  most  notably  William  H.  Woodin,  whose  interests  were 
taken  up  by  Edgar  H.  Adams,  but  not  overlooking  later  students  down 
to  the  present  day. 

Past  the  early  issues,  the  Classic  Head  half  eagles  beckon,  after  which 
will  be  found  some  highly  desirable  Liberty  Head  or  Coronet  Head  coins, 
anchored  by  rarities,  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  pieces,  and  other  desiderata. 
Although  high-grade  coins  are  hardly  inexpensive,  in  a relative  sense  many 
of  the  Liberty  Head  coins  offer  a lot  of  value  for  the  money  paid,  as  while 
the  coins  themselves  are  rare,  collectors  are  relatively  few  in  number.  In 
general,  among  the  rarer  issues,  if  as  few  as  a dozen  well  financed  buyers 
were  to  jump  into  the  market,  the  supply  would  tighten,  many  pieces 
would  simply  disappear,  and  values  would  multiply.  However,  right  now 
there  are  many  opportunities.

Dies  were  sent  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  the  branch  mints,  such 
as  Charlotte,  and  on  their  arrival  the  faces  of  the  dies  were  finished — by 
grinding,  basining,  polishing,  and  other  processes.  Because  of  this,  coins 
made  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  have  a different  personality  than  those  made 
at  San  Francisco,  and  also  different  from  those  struck  in  Philadelphia. 
In  a general  way,  the  die  finisliing  at  Dahlonega  ranged  from  sloppy 
to  barely  acceptable,  at  Charlotte  it  was  a bit  better,  at  San  Francisco 
and  Philadelphia  it  was  superb,  and  in  New  Orleans  it  was  a bit  differ- 
ent— many  dies  were  given  a prooflike  polish.  All  of  these  things  are 
interesting  for  the  specialist  to  contemplate.  One  rule  does  not  fit  all 
years  from  each  mint,  and  there  are  numerous  e.xcepcions.

A 1796  eagle  from  the  Byron  Reed  Collection  inaugurates  our  offering  '■ 

of  this  denomination,  combining  high  quality  with  an  illustrious  pedigree.  ■: 
As  you  may  know,  Reed’s  biography  is  interesting,  being  an  early  entrant 
in  the  business  community  of  Omaha,  Nebraska,  but  passing  away  in  the 
early  1890s,  not  living  long  enough  to  enjoy  the  development  of  the  mar- 
ket, the  popularity  ofmintmarks,  and  other  things  that  .soon  came  to  pass. 
Today  the  Western  Heritage  Museum  in  Omaha  showcases  many  items 
from  the  Reed  Collection,  while  others  were  auctioned  by  Spink  America 
in  1996  (with  our  own  Frank  Van  Valen  assisting  with  the  project). 

While  one  1796  eagle  would  be  a highlight  in  any  collection,  we  offer 
two,  after  which  there  is  a leap  to  the  year  1842 — not  caused  as  iiiucli  by  ' 
absence  of  specimens  as  by  the  fact  that  no  coins  of  this  denoniiiiation 
were  minted  at  all  from  1805  through  and  including  1837. 

Among  Liberty  Head  eagles  will  be  found  an  example  of  the  elusive 
1866-S  No  Motto,  an  1873-CC  which  is  noted  as  being  “greatly  prized” 
in  its  headline,  and  other  interesting  pieces,  going  into  the  popular  issues 
of  the  early  20th  century.  Then  come  the  attractive  Indian  Head  pieces  by 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  a selection  mainly  of  the  more  readily  available 
dates,  but  here  in  nice  preservation.

Never  perhaps,  which  makes  this  coin 
special  indeed.  The  breast  is  nearly  fully  struck,  again  as  nice  as 
any  specimen  in  existence.  Taraszka  mentions  this  piece  in  his 
listing  of  significant  specimens,  where  it  is  cited  as  number  2.

The  Beautiful  and  Famous  MCMVII  $20 

The  story  of  the  Saint-Ciaudens  double  eagle  is  well  known,  but 
like  the  “Twice  Told  Tales”  that  our  ancestors  enjoyed  by  the  fireside, 
it  bears  reiteration. 

In  1905  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  sought  to  improve  the 
artistic  design  of  American  coinage,  this  after  having  seen  some  ancient 
Greek  coins  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  a short  walk 
from  the  White  House.  He  commissioned  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens, 
America  s most  highly  acclaimed  sculptor,  to  redesign  the  entire  coinage 
from  the  cent  to  the  double  eagle.  Working  in  his  studio  in  Cornish, 
New  Hampshire  (now  a National  Historical  Site),  he  prepared  sketches 
for  different  denominations,  concentraring  on  the  gold  coins.  In  corre- 
spondence with  Roosevelt  he  said  that  by  all  accounts  his  favorite  motif 
was  the  Flying  Eagle  used  on  cents  of  the  1857  era,  this  serving  as  an 
inspiration  for  the  reverse  of  the  presently  offered  double  eagle. 

Prehminary  models  were  ready  toward  the  end  of  1906,  and  early 
in  1907  what  we  now  know  as  the  Ultra  High  Relief  double  eagles 
were  struck,  in  limited  numbers.  The  motif,  featuring  Miss  Liberty 
on  the  obverse,  as  Victory,  (alternatively.  Fame)  from  the  Slicnuati  Vic- 
tory Monument,  is  at  once  beautiful,  impressive,  and  bold.  The  reverse 
features  the  aforemenrioned  eagle,  flying  to  the  left. 

All  along  the  way.  Chief  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  protested  the 
interference  of  an  outside  artist  in  what  he  viewed  as  his  own  preroga- 
tive, the  design  of  circulating  coinage.  However,  by  this  time  Barber’s 
art  had  been  widely  complained  of  by  the  artistic  community,  and  he 
was  generally  held  in  low  esteem.  Barber  protested  that  the  relief  of 
the  design  was  completely  impractical  for  high  speed  coining,  which 
turned  out  to  be  the  case.  Saint-Gaudens  died  on  August  3,  1907,  and 
never  lived  to  see  the  final  product,  as  here,  the  regular  High  Relief 
design,  first  produced  toward  the  end  of  the  year,  continuing  into  early 
1908,  but  all  from  MCMVII  dies,  with  a total  amount  of  slightly  over 
12,000  pieces.  Meanwhile,  Barber  had  his  way,  the  relief  of  the  design 
was  reduced  to  an  almost  shallow  format,  the  Roman  numerals  were 
eliminated,  and  the  so-called  “Arabic  1 )ate”  issue  was  coined. 

The  MCMVII  High  Rehef  pieces  were  an  immediate  sensation, 
everyone  loved  them,  and  bank  tellers  and  others  snapped  them  up  as 
fast  as  they  reached  circulation.  The  pricejumped  to  $22,  then  $25,  then 
across  the  $30  mark.  Probably,  the  vast  majority  of  them  were  saved, 
at  least  at  the  beginning.  However,  within  a decade  the  novelty  passed, 
and  thousands  were  put  back  into  circulation,  where  they  acquired  light 
wear.  Today  our  estimate  is  that  about  6,000  or  so  survive,  mostly  in 
and  around  the  MS-60  level,  with  MS-63  being  somewhat  on  the  high 
side,  probably  in  the  top  thirty  percent. 

Time  and  again  surveys  of  numismatists  have  pinpointed  this  as  the 
favorite  regular  American  coin  design,  acclaimed  as  the  most  beautiful. 
Accordingly,  the  demand  for  it  goes  far  beyond  double  eagle  specialists, 
as  just  about  everyone  has  the  variety  on  his  or  her  wish  list.

Distribution  figures  for  certain  issues  are  known,  per  a detailed 
article  in  a recent  Numismatic  Sim,  from  information  supplied 
by  Dr.  George  J.  Fuld,  from  the  Eliasberg  family.  Now,  in 
2005,  collecting  the  various  mintmark  issues  of  this  decade  is 
quite  doable,  with  barriers  having  fallen,  except  for  1920-S,  in 
particular  1927-D,  and  to  some  extent  1927-S  (a  rather  unap- 
preciated variety,  in  our  opinion).
